The Grand Recorder reported that a constitutional number 
of Subordinates were represented by Sir Knights of Subordinate 
Commanderies, whereupon the Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander proceeded to open the Grand Commandery in ample 
form, assisted by the other Grand officers and members present, 
the Sir Knights being led in their devotions by E..Sir 
Francis W. Gibbs, Assistant Grand Prelate, after which the 
Right Eminent Grand Commander declared the Grand Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island duly opened and ready for the despatch of business. 


RECORDS OF THE ONE HUNDRED AND NINTH 
ANNUAL CONCLAVE 


On motion the reading of the records of the Annual Con- 
clave of 1915 was dispensed with, they having been printed 
and distributed, and they were approved as printed. 


RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


The Grand Warder having been instructed to retire and ascer- 
tain if there were in waiting any distinguished visitors, presently 
re-entered the asylum and reported that there was in waiting 
in an adjoining apartment R..E..Sir Alfred F. Littlefield, 
Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Maine. 

Thereupon the Right Eminent Grand Commander appointed 
all the Past Grand Commanders present, with the Grand 
Generalissimo as Chairman, and an escort of all the Grand 
Officers, under command of the Grand Captain-General, and 
the committee having retired presently re-entered the asylum 
and presented R..E..Sir Alfred F. Littlefield, who was most 
cordially and graciously welcomed by the Right Eminent Grand 
Commander. Right Eminent Sir Littlefield responded most 
gracefully, expressing his pleasure at being present, and was 
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conducted into the east and the business of the conclave 
proceeded with. 

The Right Eminent Grand Commander stated that he had 
forwarded to the Inspecting Officer appointed by the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, R..E..Sir Thomas J. 
Shryock, a special invitation to be present at this Semi-Annual 
Conclave, and had received in response to his invitation the 
following telegram:

Provipence, R. I., Thursday, May 11, 1916. 
Str Knights: 


As Grand Commander I extend to the members of this 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island my courteous and cordial knightly greetings 
and a most hearty welcome to this One Hundred and Tenth 
Semi-Annual Conclave. 

In accordance with the usual custom I submit to you a 
Teview of my administration for the past six months. Before 
doing s0, however, ‘let us render our thanks to the Almighty 
Father of the universe for the manifold blessings which have 
been vouchsafed to us as individuals and for the honor and 
glory of the magnanimous Order we represent and which we try 
to serve. May we ask of Him for this Christian brotherhood a 
continuance of those blessings and the speedy “advent of that 
glorious day when the reign of blessed Emmanuel, the Prince 
of Peace, the Grand Captain of our Salvation, shall become 
universal and eternal.” 

As Christian Knights we view with sorrow and humility the 
awful war now going on between the Christian nations of 
Europe, and the disgrace which in a measure has been brought 
to the name of “Christian,” and we pray for the dawn of a 
brighter day. While we pray, however, let us gird on the 
armor of our strong belief and face the world with our strong 
conviction of the ultimate triumph of our belief in the universal 
brotherhood of mankind.

GRAND ENCAMPMENT KNIGHTS TEMPLAR, U.S. A.

It becomes my sorrowful duty to make announcement of the 
death of 


VERY EMINENT SIR LAFAYETTE LYTTLE 


Past Grand Captain-General of the Grand Encampment Knights 
Templar of the United States of America, which occurred at his 
home, in the city of Toledo, Ohio, on October 27, 1915. I was 
greatly shocked and grieved at the news announcing the death 
of this distinguished frater, for only two weeks before I had. 
been a guest of the Grand Commandery of Ohio, which con- 
vened in Annual Conclave in his home city, and, while bearing

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the burden of many years, he participated in the deliberations 
of the Grand Commandery, and performed his duties as Grand 
Treasurer with his usual activity and care. 


Very Eminent Sir Lyttle was born in Watertown, Jefferson 
County, New York, on July 4, 1830, and at the time of his death 
was in the eighty-sixth year of his age. 

He was a man of strong and pleasing personality, was a com- 
panionable and lovable man, and was ever affable, courteous, 
and kind. His conduct in life was dictated by the highest and 
most worthy motives, and he never wavered in the discharge of 
his duty or swerved from the course which his conscience told 
him was right. - 

He was made a Master Mason in Watertown Lodge, No. 49, 
F. and A. M., at Watertown, New York, June 21, 1865, and 
affiliated with Sanford Collins Lodge, No. 369, F. and A. M., 
of Toledo, Ohio, March 10, 1874. 


; He was exalted to the Sublime Degree of Royal Arch Mason 
in Watertown Chapter, R. A. M., on December 30, 1865, and 
affiliated with Fort Meigs Chapter, No. 29, R. A. M., of Toledo, 
Ohio, on October 2, 1882. 


He became a member of Ohio Grand Council of Anointed 
High Priests on September 28, 1898, and for several years served 
as Grand Chaplain of that Order. He received the degrees of 
Royal and Select Master in Toledo Council, No. 33, R. and 
S. M., on April 10, 1910. 


He was dubbed and created a Knight Templar in Watertown 
Commandery, No. 11, Knights Templar, at Watertown, New 
York, on January 5, 1866, and affiliated with Toledo Com- 
mandery, No. 7, Knights Templar, on November 6, 1869, 
serving as its Eminent Commander in 1874 and 1875. 


He served as Grand Captain-General of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Ohio, in the years 1874, 1875, and 1876: as Deputy 
Grand Commander in 1885, and as Grand Commander in 1886. 
In 1901 he was elected Grand Treasurer of the Grand Com- 
mandery and held that office continuously until his death. He 
was the Grand Representative of the Grand Commandery of 
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New York, near the Grand Commandery of Ohio, from 1888 
until his death. 

In the Grand Encampment he was elected Grand Captain- 
General in 1877, and served three years. He was also quite 
active in the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, and became an 
honorary member of the Supreme Council of that Rite for the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdictions of the United States of America, 
receiving the thirty-third degree on September 18, 1888. 

Being unable to be present in person, I requested R.. E.. Sir 
Frederick L. Geddes, Past Grand Commander of the Grand 
Commandery of Ohio, to represent the Grand Encampment at 
the funeral. Right Eminent Sir Geddes has reported to me that 
the remains lay in state in the asylum of the Masonic Temple 
from 10.30 A.M. until 2 p.m. on the day of the funeral, and were 
viewed by a large number of Masons and friends; that the 
services were very impressive, and included the burial services 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church, the Rev. George Gunnell, 
rector of Trinity Church, officiating; of the Orders of Masonic 
Knighthood, conducted by the Grand Commandery of Ohio, 
and of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, conducted by the 
Toledo Scottish Rite Bodies, after which the remains were 
escorted to the place of burial in Woodlawn Cemetery by the 
several Masonic bodies, followed by a large concourse of people. 

It is herewith ordered that this memorial be read at the next 
regular conclave of each Grand Commandery after its receipt, 
and also at the next regular conclave of each Subordinate Com- 


_ mandery directly allegiant to the Grand Encampment, and 


that the standard of the Order be suitably draped for a period 
of sixty days.

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Eminent Sir Tuomas Brvineron, Past Commander of 
Bethany Commandery, was born February 9, 1847, at Man- 
chester, England, and died October 28, 1915, at Lawrence, 
Massachusetts. 

Made a Master Mason in Tuscan Lodge November 23, 1896. 
Worshipful Master of Tuscan Lodge 1900-1901. Exalted in 
Mt. Sinai R. A. Chapter, January 21, 1897. High Priest of Mt. 
Sinai R. A. Chapter, 1909-1910. Super-Excellent degree in 
Lawrence Council, March 10, 1897. T. I. Master Lawrence 
Council, 1905-1906. Knighted in Bethany Commandery, 
K. T., April 27, 1897. Eminent Commander Bethany Com- 
mandery, K. T., 1907-1908. Honorary thirty-third degree 
A. A.S. R. 

He was an untiring Lodge worker and took an active interest 
in Freemasonry, being a 33d degree Mason. For a number of 
years he was warden of St. John’s Episcopal Church and a 
lay reader at the time of his death. He was a member of Law- 
rence Encampment No. 31, I. 0. O. F. On Monday evening, 
October 18th, the fortieth anniversary of the first meeting held 
in Odd Fellows building was observed, and the deceased acted 
as Noble Grand, a position he held more than forty-five years. 


Eminent Sir Joun GrorcE Tuorocoop, charter member and 
Past Commander of Cambridge Commandery, No. 42, Knight 
Templars, of Cambridge, Massachusetts, died quite suddenly, 
of heart disease, at his residence in Bedford, Massachusetts, 
November 23, 1915. 

Eminent Sir Thorogood was born in Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
July 13, 1842, and came to this country as a boy, and when 
quite young entered the employ of the Riverside Press at 
Cambridge, and took up his residence in that city, where he 
resided until a few years ago, when he moved to Bedford, 
Massachusetts. 

On July 16, 1864, he enlisted in Company E, 60th Massa- 
chusetts Infantry, as a private, and was discharged as a corporal, 
November 13, 1864. 


On his return to Cambridge he started in business for himself, 
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but gave up after a few months, going back to the Riverside 
Press. In 1871 he was made superintendent of the press room, 
which position he held until 1915, when he was retired on 
account of ill health, after a service of mcze than fifty years. 

Eminent Sir Thorogood was a member of the Cambridge 
Common Council in 1882 and 1883, and of the Board of Alder- 
men in 1893 and 1894, the last year serving as president of 
the Board. 

He was a member of John A. Logan Post 186, G.A.R. 

He was twice married. A wife and two sons survive him. 

Eminent Sir Thorogood was raised a Master Mason in 
Mizpah Lodge, A. F. & A. M., of Cambridge, Mass., June 10, 
1872, and became a member September 9, 1872. After serving 
as Senior Steward, Junior and Senior Deacon, and Junior and 
Senior Warden, he was elected Worshipful Master, and served 
as such in 1882 and 1883. He was a director of Masonic Hall 
Association from 1883 to 1901 inclusive. Exalted a Royal Arch 
Mason in Cambridge Royal Arch Chapter June 11, 1880, and 
was High Priest of the Chapter in 1887 and 1888. 

He received the cryptic degrees in Boston Council of Royal 
and Select Masters, March 27, 1884, and was Thrice Illustrious 
Master in 1892. Dubbed and created a Knight Templar in 
Cambridge Commandery of Knights Templars, U. D., Septem- 
ber 3, 1890. Knight of Malta, and became a member December 
10, 1890, and a charter member upon its constitution January 
7, 1891, and was Eminent Commander in 1897-1898. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he received the 
ineffable degrees in Boston Lodge of Perfection January 25, 
1886, and was Thrice Potent Master from January 29, 1894, to 
February 1, 1895, when Boston Lodge was consolidated with 
Lafayette Lodge of Perfection. 

He received the historical and traditional grades in Giles F. 
Yates Council, Princes of Jerusalem; the philosophical and 
Christian grades in Mt. Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, both of 
Boston. 

The thirty-second grade was conferred on him by Massa- 
chusetts Consistory February 27, 1891. 
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His funeral was held in the Cambridge Masonic Temple, 
Saturday, November 27, 1915. The burial was in Cambridge 
Cemetery. Mizpah Lodge, A. F. & A. M., of Cambridge, and 
of which he was the oldest living Past Master at the time of his 
death, rendered the burial service. 


Eminent Sir Joun H. Sruptey, Jr., Past Commander of Coeur 
de Lion Commandery, was born June 27, 1852, in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, and died December 5, 1915, at Malden, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Our deceased frater held many official positions of trust and 

financial responsibility in the various street railroad corpora- 
tions which succeeded each other in the building up of the 
present existing system. He was, at different periods, treasurer 
of the Middlesex Street Railroad Co., assistant treasurer of the 
Boston Consolidated Street Railroad Co., assistant auditor of 
the West End Street Railway Co., treasurer of the Chelsea 
Street Railway Co., treasurer of the Somerville Street Railroad 
Co., assistant purchasing agent and afterwards ticket agent of 
the Boston Elevated Railway Co., which latter position he held 
at the time of his death. What a splendid testimony to his 
probity and trustworthiness the above record forms. : 

He removed from Charlestown in 1889 and established his 
home in Malden. : 

Early in life he became interested in Freemasonry, and his 
Masonic career is a long and creditable one. In all the various 
offices he held he was faithful to the duties imposed on him, he 
did his work well. To each successive step in office he gave his 
whole attention and became a wise and prudent leader, and he 
gained the support and approval of his associates, and his work 
lives after him. 

He was made a Master Mason in Henry Price Lodge, Charles- 
town, February 29, 1879, and after serving in all of the subor- 
dinate positions of the Lodge was elected its Worshipful Master 
from October, 1889, to October, 1891. 

He served as Senior Grand Steward of the Most Worshipful 
Grand Lodge, A. F. & A. M., of Massachusetts in 1904. 
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Afterwards he became an, associate member of Mt. Vernon 
Lodge of Malden, Massachusetts, and a charter member of the 
Lodge of Stirling, of Malden, Massachusetts, of which latter 
body he was its secretary at the time of his death. 

He was exalted in the Royal Arch Chapter of the Signet, 
Charlestown District, Boston, Massachusetts, June 14, 1883, 
and after filling the successive steps in office served as its 
Excellent High Priest from January, 1898, to January, 1895. 

He was appointed District Deputy Grand High Priest of the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Massachusetts for the Eighth 
Capitular District in 1896 and 1897, and was a member of the 
Massachusetts High Priesthood. 

He received the cryptic degrees in Melrose Council, Royal 
and Select Masters, in 1894, and became its Thrice Illustrious 
Master from September, 1899, to September, 1900, and after- 
wards served as Illustrious Grand Steward of the Grand Council 
of Royal and Select Masters of Massachusetts from December, 
1911, to December, 1912. 


In the Commandery we see him at the very fullness of his 
powers, and his labors there have left results which have con- 
tributed in a remarkable degree to the prosperity of Coeur de 
Lion, and his record is one which reflected great honor on himself 
and brought him the hearty commendation of his fraters, who 
gave him their loyal support. 


He was knighted in Coeur de Lion Commandery, K. T., 
October 16, 1888, and after serving through the various subordi- 
nate positions became its Eminent Commander from November, 
1902, until November, 1904. 


He received in 1903 and 1904 all the various degrees of the 
Scottish Rite from the fourth to the thirty-second inclusive, 
and was a member at the time of his death of Boston Lafayette 
Lodge of Perfection, Mt. Olivet Chapter of the Rose Croix, 
Giles I’. Yates Council, Princes of Jerusalem, and Massa- 
chusetts Consistory, 8. P. R. 8. 


At the conclusion of his duties in office in the various bodies, 
he did not relax his interest in their welfare, but continued his 
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work in other directions which might assist in their prosperity. 
At the time of his death he was a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Masonic Apartments in Charlestown, repre- 
senting Coeur de Lion Commandery, and was also chairman of 
the Board of Trustees of the Permanent Fund of the Royal 
Arch Chapter of the Signet. 

He was in membership in various other associations based 
upon his Masonic service and connection. But it must not be 
inferred that all of his leisure time was engrossed with Masonic 
activities; far from it. He was connected with many: activities 
of neighborhood and social life, in circles of historic nature, and 
in various associations having particular relation to his daily 
business life. 

Such has been the round of life that our late eminent frater 
has followed. In all these various activities he will be sadly 
missed, for in all he has been one of the active factors which 
caused the various functions to operate, thus bringing pleasure 
and profit to those who benefited by his labors. 


His family life was ideal, and the wife and the daughter who 
survive him have lost the one whose continual thought was for 
their happiness and comfort. We tender to them in this hour 
the deep sympathy and comfort of his fraters in Coeur de Lion 
Commandery. 

The funeral took place from his late residence in Malden, on 
Thursday afternoon, December 9th, and was attended by a 
host of friends and associates who had gathered to pay the last 
tribute of respect to his memory. 


Eminent Sir Bungamin J. Warton, Past Commander of 
Newburyport Commandery, was born in Birmingham, Eng- 
land, March 16, 1859, and died in Newburyport, Massachusetts, 
December 31, 1915. 


Eminent Sir Warton was raised in St. John’s Lodge of New- 
buryport, Massachusetts, September 5, 1889, and was its 
Worshipful Master in 1902-03. He was District Deputy Grand 
Master of the Ninth Masonic District in 1907-08; associate 
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member on Board of Masonic Relief 1910-15; proxy of St. 
John’s Lodge to Grand Lodge 1914-15; exalted in King Cyrus 
Chapter, R. A. M., of Newburyport, Massachusetts, December 
18, 1889; admitted to Amesbury Council, R. & S. M., of 
Amesbury, Massachusetts, June 12, 1891; knighted in New- 
buryport Commandery, No. 3, March 20, 1890, and served as 
Eminent Commander 1902-03. 


Eminent Sir Perer Nerney, Past Commander of Bristol 
Commandery, was born in Ashton, Underline, Lancashire 
County, England, November 19, 1837, and died January 17, 
1916. 

He came to the United States with his parents in 1845, his 
father being engaged in the shoe business in Attleboro, Massa- 
chusetts. 

Eminent Sir Nerney learned the jewelry business, and in 1866 
established the jewelry coloring business of Short & Nerney, 
which later developed into the manufacturing business under 
the style Short, Nerney & Co. 

In 1905 Mr. Nerney organized the firm known as the 
Bay State Optical Company. 

Mr. Nerney was twice married, having three sons by the 
first marriage, the three sons only surviving him. 


Eminent Sir Nerney became affiliated with Masonry in 1872, 
being initiated into Ezekiel Bates Lodge July 17, 1872, made a 
fellowcraft September 18th, and raised to Master Mason on 
October 18, 1872. 

While of great assistance to the Lodge in its early days in 
numerous ways, he held office only to the extent of serving as 
Junior Steward in 1877 and Senior Steward in 1878. 

Eminent Sir Nerney was a charter member of King Hiram 
Royal Arch Chapter, which was instituted in March, 1876, but 
only served the Chapter officially as Excellent Scribe, being 
installed into that station April 11, 1878, which office he held 
four years. 

He was knighted in Bristol Commandery, No. 29, K. T., of 
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Attleboro, Mass., on June 18, 1875, and on January 19, 1883, 
was installed as Eminent Commander, serving in that capacity 
one year. 

At the time of his death he was officially the oldest Eminent 
Commander of Bristol Commandery. 

The funeral of the late departed frater was held Wednesday, 
January 19, 1916, the services being in charge of Ezekiel Bates 
Lodge, A. F. & A. M., Bristol Commandery, No. 29, K. T., 
acting as escort. 


Eminent Sir Nerney was of a genial disposition and his 
reputation for honesty and integrity made him a man highly 
respected among a wide circle of friends. 


Eminent Sir Everarp B. Hanson, Past Commander of Athol 
Commandery, No. 37, died at the Northampton Hospital on 
February 7, 1916, after a serious operation. 

Eminent Sir Hanson was born in China, Maine, October 25, 
1855, and was educated in the public schools of that town and 
the Maine Wesleyan Academy. He was not a robust young 
man, and was early obliged to adopt an outdoor life, following 
the calling of a civil engineer as well as the management of a 
farm. 

He came to Athol in 1882, going into the then small Starrett 
works. In 1887 he entered the employ of the B. & M. R.R. Co. 
and was stationed at Athol, Keene, New Hampshire, and 
Royalston, Massachusetts. 

In 1891 he entered the employ of the Whitney Woolen Co., 
South Royalston, Massachusetts, serving as bookkeeper, super- 
intendent, and agent, until this company was taken over by 
the American Woolen Co., severing his connection with this 
business in 1912. From this date he devoted all his time and 
strength to a large hothouse business, raising both flowers 
and vegetables. 

His Masonic record: Raised in Dirigo Lodge, No. 10, Weeks 
Mills, Maine, March 7, 1882; dimitted from Dirigo Lodge and 
became a member of Athol Lodge July 20, 1886, again dimitting 
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to become a member of Star Lodge of Athol, July 6, 1892. 
Served Star Lodge in various offices, finally as Worshipful 
Master December 2, 1901, to December 7, 1903. Exalted in 
Union R. A. Chapter, Athol, February 7, 1893. Knighted in 
Athol Commandery, April 25, 1893, serving as Prelate three 
years, as Captain-General, Generalissimo, and as Eminent 
Commander in 1904-1905. 

He received the Council Degrees in Titus Strong Council, of 
Greenfield, Massachusetts, January 12, 1893. 

In the Scottish Rite he was a member of Worcester Lodge 
of Perfection, Goddard Council, Princes of Jerusalem, Lawrence 
Chapter, Rose Croix, and Massachusetts Consistory, attaining 
the thirty-second grade April 5, 1902. Also was a member of 
Aleppo Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S. 


In his Masonic work Eminent Sir Hanson was very easy, 


_ graceful, and exactly accurate. 


Eminent Sir Hanson was married April 16, 1876, to Lizzie 
Ellen Tucker, of China, Maine. Three children were born to 
them, the eldest, a son, dying young. Two daughters survive 
him, as does a second wife, to whom he was wed October 25, 
1904. 

Eminent Sir Hanson was most obliging and sound of judgment 
and looked up to for advice by the people of his home town. 

He served his town and church in many capacities and 
positions of trust, always well. 


Eminent Sir Varnum Wavex. Born in Roxbury, March 
27, 1861. Died February 25, 1916. 

He was initiated February 3, 1887, in Alpha Lodge, No. 376, 
in Clinton, Tennessee, from which he dimitted and joined 
Washington Lodge, Roxbury, December 8, 1887. 

He received the capitular degrees in Mount Vernon Chapter, 
being exalted to the Royal Arch Degree January 19, 1888. He 
was elected Excellent High Priest in the years 1902 and 1903. 

He was accepted in Joseph Warren Commandery September 
4, 1893, and received the Order of the Red Cross on that date. 
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The Order of the Temple was conferred upon him September 


20, 1893, and the Order of Malta December 4, 1893, on which 
date:he signed the by-laws and became a member. 

Commencing as one of the Guards in 1901, he filled various 
offices in the Commandery line and was elected Commander 
in 1911. 


Eminent Sir Cuartes Aaron Estey, Past Commander of 
William Parkman Commandery, died at his home in East 
Boston, April 21, 1916. Interment was in the family lot at 
Duxbury. He was born in Fredericton, New Brunswick, 
October 3, 1850, and received his education in the public schools 
of that place. At the age of fifteen he came to East Boston and 
was subsequently appointed to a minor office in the Ferry 
Department of the city of Boston. By merit, distinguished 
ability, and courteous demeanor he was advanced to the office 
of treasurer or cashier, a position of trust and responsibility 
which he occupied through several changes of administration 
(some forty-two years) until his demise. He was associated 
with several business men in a local real estate enterprise, where 
his efficiency and kindly nature won the respect and love of all 
who knew him. 

He was raised in Orange Lodge, Orange, Massachusetts, 
June 9, 1873; was dimitted to and took membership in Mount 
Tabor Lodge, East Boston, November 18, 1880; became 
Worshipful Master of that Lodge in 1907-1908. Appointed 
District Deputy Grand Master, Third Masonic District, 1912— 
1913; exalted in St. John’s R. A. Chapter, February 28, 1887; 
became a member of the East Boston Council, R. & 8. Masters, 
April 12, 1892; knighted in William Parkman Commandery, 
September 8, 1887, and Eminent Commander, 1899-1900; 
appointed Grand Lecturer of the Grand Commandery of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 1906-1907. He was a 
member of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Past. 
Sovereign Prince of Giles F. Yates Council of Princes of 
Jerusalem. Elected and received the thirty-third degree Sep- 
tember 18, 1906. 
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He was a Past Potentate of Aleppo Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S8., 
and representative to the Imperial Council 1909-1916. 

He was active in Masonry, serving as director Masonic 
Building Association 1898-1916; director of Masonic Apart- 
ments, 1901-1916. He was identified with Zenith Lodge of 
Odd Fellows, Abenakis Tribe of Red Men, Pilgrim Fathers, and 
other organizations. 


Loving tribute was paid in the impressive Knights Templars 
burial service, held in the spacious Masonic Hall, conducted by 
E.. Commander George F. Reif, assisted by the Rev. R. Perry 
Bush, Grand Prelate, and personal friend of the deceased. 
One hundred Sir Knights in uniform in line. Musical service 
was by a Masonic choir of eight voices. A large concourse of 
citizens and representatives of organizations filled every avail- 
able space, together with a profusion of floral tributes, some 
from a long distance, attested eloquently his worth, and that 
the world had been made better by his having lived in it. 


He is survived by a widow and two sons. 


Sir Wint1am C. Hayes, generalissimo of Haverhill Com- 
mandery, K. T., No. 14, died in Boston, February 15, 1916. 

Born in Milton, N. H., March 3, 1879, he came with his 
parents to Haverhill at an early age. After attending the 
Bryant & Stratton Commercial College he joined the firm of his 
father, the C. H. Hayes Corporation, being at the time of his 
death its Secretary and Treasurer. 


He was a leading spirit in many social organizations, Pen- 
tucket, Club and Island Golf Club being mc: prominent. He 
was a member of Merrimack Lodge, A. F. and A 3!., Pentucket 
Chapter, R. A. M., Haverhill Council, R. and 8. M., Haverhill 
Commandery, K. T., No. 14, and Merrimack Valley Lodge of 
Perfection. 


Knighted in Haverhill Commandery he soon became a 
subordinate officer, and at the time he died held the office of 
Generalissimo, being elected 1914 and re-elected this year. 


20 PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND COMMANDERY 


As a man among men he made friends quickly, being a boy 
in disposition, generous hearted and free, without an apparent 
care, although he made good in whatever trust was imposed 
upon him. 


The profusion of flowers at his funeral —as never before 
seen on any occasion in Haverhill, from near and far, rare and 
exquisite—spoke volumes and more than words could convey 
of the love, friendship, and sympathy from all who knew him.

BY-LAWS 


I have been called upon to give temporary approval of 
amendments to by-laws in one case only. This approval was 
granted to certain amendments to the by-laws of Hugh de 
Payens Commandery, referring to dues and suspension of 
members. 


On the general subject of by-laws, would say that your Grand 
Commander early in his term requested each Commandery in 
the jurisdiction to return a copy of its by-laws to the office of 
the Grand Recorder, this return to be made by January 1, 1916. 
The intention of this request was for the purpose of enabling the 
Committee on By-laws to make a thorough examination of 
same, and bring them all into harmony so far as possible each 
with the other and with the constitution and by-laws, decisions, 
ete., of the Grand Encampment and the Grand Commandery. 
Many of the common errors and troubles of the Commanderies 
and their officers could be avoided if the by-laws of each Com- 
mandery were so harmonized, and many of the requests and 
demands upon the time of the Grand Commander, in fact almost 
all of them, would be eliminated, if the by-laws of each Com- 
mandery were put in proper shape and the Eminent Com- 
mander and other officers gave some serious and careful atten- 
tion to the by-laws and regulations plainly laid down in the 
Grand constitutions and by-laws, copies of which are in the 
possession of each Commander. ; 


DECISION BY THE GRAND MASTER 


In accordance with the resolution directing your Grand 
Commander to request of the Most Eminent Grand Master a 
ruling on construction of Section 96 of the Constitution of the 
Grand Encampment, your Grand Commander communicated 


OER O90, OEP AO 
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with the Most Eminent Grand Master and received the following 
decision: that the word “time” in Section 96 means the Hour 
aswell as the Day, and that no ballot can be taken at any other 
time than at a stated conclave, beginning at a stated hour and 
a stated time.

INSPECTIONS 


Owing to the holding of the Semi-Annual Conclave at an 
earlier date this year than usual, all of the inspections have not 
been completed. There remain, however, only two or three 
inspections yet to be made. 

With the general revival of business has come a larger interest 
in the Commanderies of this jurisdiction, as shown by the results 
of the inspections. The interest shown in the military move- 
ments on the floor of the Commandery continues to form the 
distinguishing feature of the development of the work of the 
various Commanderies.

In instructions issued to the inspecting officers, your Grand 
Commander called attention to the report of Most Eminent 
Grand Master Melish, endorsed by the present acting Grand 
Master, in reference to the propriety of the solicitation of new 
members, instructing them to explain that it is perfectly proper 
and desirable to solicit all good Masons duly qualified to become 
Sir Knights and employ all lawful and proper means to increase 
the number of Sir Knights and the strength of the Order. 


} The impression seems to have grown into a fixed conviction 
in the minds of a large number of our Sir Knights that no one 
should be asked to become a Sir Knight. This is probably the 
result of the influence of that old landmark of Masonry which 
dictates that a man must become a Mason of his own free will 
and accord. 


This should not apply to a candidate for the Orders, as once 
a Mason always a Mason, and other things being equal there is 
no good reason why all Masons should not be Sir Knights, and 
certainly no good reason why one Mason should not ask another 
Mason to become a Sir Knight, whose first qualification must 
be that he is a tried and true Mason. 


Your Commander therefore asks all Sir Knights to labor by 
all lawful means, by invitation, solicitation if necessary, to 
strengthen the influence of this magnanimous Order by increase 
in its numbers. But one caution is here asked: have constant 
care that no contention is caused among various Commanderies 
having the same jurisdiction, for no Commandery outranks 
another. Let our only thought be to create another Sir Knight, 
and emulate each other in our work and love for Christian 
Knighthood. 
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CONCLUSION 


Throughout this Grand Jurisdiction not one ripple of con- 
tention or trouble appears upon the placid waters of our Templar 
life. Harmony prevails. No Grand Commander ever had a 
better staff of officers, — courteous, generous, faithful, —.and 
he extends to them his sincere appreciation.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 


To the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the 
Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island: 


Your Committee on By-laws have the honor to report that 
they have approved an amendment to Section 8 of Article IX 


of the By-laws of Boston Commandery relative to the forfeiture 
of membership. 


Your committee has disapproved the amendment to Section 
3 of Article V of the By-laws of Bethlehem Commandery, No. 
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contrary to the Resolves of the Grand Commandery, page 48, 
paragraph 4, that “honorary membership does not relieve a 
member of his own Commandery from the payment of dues.” 
The By-laws of Natick Commandery, No. 33, were received 
only recently, and certain sections, not being in conformity to 
the Constitution and Code of Statutes of the Grand Encamp- 
ment and this Grand Commandery, have been returned to the 
Commandery, that necessary changes may be made.

He retired about ten years ago, and after the death of his wife 
made his home at the Mountain City Club, of Chattanooga, 
Tennessee. 

He kept his membership in Cyprus Commandery to the time 
of his death. 

Lookout Commandery, No. 14, of Chattanooga, Tennessee, 
took charge of his funeral and buried him at Wellington, Ohio, 
giving him a Commandery funeral, and Cyprus Commandery, 
and also the Grand Commandery, owe them a debt of gratitude 
for their knightly services. 

He was a member at one time of the Lodge, Chapter, Council, 
and Commandery of Hyde Park, but had taken his dimit from 
all but the Commandery.

E..Sir Davin Vintnc Poorn, born in South Weymouth, 
Massachusetts, June 30, 1853, died in Abington, Massachusetts, 
December 18, 1915. 

Most of his business life was spent in Boston with the shoe 
house of A. W. Clapp & Co., and later as credit man and head 
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bookkeeper of the Clark-Hutchinson Co. His residence was 
in Abington and he was identified with local affairs for many 
years, being trustee and auditor of the Abington Savings Bank F 
director of the Abington Mutual Fire Insurance Co. from 
1889, auditor from 1892, vice-president from 1910 until his 
decease. He served as auditor of the town for eight years. 

He was a lover of music and had been active in the old 
Abington Musical Society and in church choirs. He was chair- 
man of the Committee on Music for the bi-centennial of the 
town of Abington in June, 1912. 

He was a member and had served as secretary and as treas- 
urer of the Abington Board of Trade. Was a director of the 
Mt. Vernon Cemetery Corporation, member of Wildey Lodge, 
L.0.0.F., of South Weymouth. 

When by the death of the late George A. Beal, in March, 1909, 

the office of treasurer of the Abington Savings Bank became 
vacant, he was the immediate and unanimous choice of the 
trustees for this position, serving in that capacity with credit 
until his death. 
‘ His Masonic record began in 1882 and he was raised to the 
Sublime Degree J uly 24th. After serving in various offices he 
was elected Worshipful Master August 17, 1891, and served 
three years. 

He was exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in Pilgrim 
Royal Arch Chapter, January 26, 1883, was elected Excellent 
High Priest September 21, 1887, and served three years. In 
1893 he received the appointment of District Deputy Grand 
High Priest, and served two years. 

In Abington Council he received the Super-Excellent Degree 
May 18, 1883. Was chosen Thrice Illustrious Master October 
24, 1890, ‘and served three years. 

In Old Colony Commandery the Orders were conferred in 
1883. He was elected Eminent Commander September 17, 
1894, and served three years, having served in other offices 
previous to being elected Eminent Commander, and September 
10, 1900, was elected Recorder and served two years. He 
became Treasurer in April, 1909, and served until his death. 

He was trustee of the Abington Masonic Association since its 
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incorporation January, 1888, and served as Treasurer from 
1909. 

Eminent Sir Poole was a member of the Worshipful Past 
Masters’ Association of Southeastern Massachusetts, the 
Massachusetts Convention of High Priests and the Com- 
manders’ Union of Massachusetts. 

Since he first knocked at the door of the Lodge for admission 
his help and advice have been asked and freely given on in- 
numerable matters pertaining to our Masonic bodies, and his 
service to the Craft cannot be fully estimated. 

On December 12, 1877, he was married to Augusta M. 
Everson, who, with a son, Jesse Vining Poole, survives him.

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THIRTY-THIRD TRIENNIAL CONCLAVE AT LOS ANGELES 


Your Grand Commander, together with a party of about 
one hundred, made a most enjoyable trip to Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, for the purpose of attending the Thirty-third Triennial 
Conclave held in that city June 20-23, 1916. A full report of 
this trip, together with the expenses incident thereto, will be 
made by the Triennial Committee, and need not be repeated 
here. It is sufficient to say that the trip was an immense 
success in every respect. 

Owing to the fact that Calvary Commandery, whose offer 
as an escort was accepted by the Grand Commander some time 
ago, could not attend, your Grand Commander accepted the 
services of Joseph Warren Commandery as escort at Los 
Angeles. This duty, was faithfully and enthusiastically carried 
out by this Commandery, and the thanks of the Grand Com- 
mander is hereby extended to the officers and Sir Knights 
taking part in the discharge of these duties. Your Commander 
feels that it is a very high honor to have had so distinguished a 
body of men as the Sir Knights of Joseph Warren Commandery 
to act as his escort. 

I wish it were possible for me to discuss with you in a full 
and complete manner the proceedings of the Thirty-third 
Triennial Conclave, as many large and important questions 
vitally affecting our Order were -presented. 

Unfortunately the proceedings were conducted without much 
clarity or decision, and now after a lapse of months there 
appears to be no record yet issued. Where we looked for 
inspiration and hope we find traits of lethargy. Los Angeles 
in its public courtesies and the conclave of the Grand Encamp- 

‘ ment were both disappointments, to say the least. 


DECISIONS 


I have no rulings or decisions for your consideration, as not a 
single request has been made of me during the past year, 
excepting those of very minor importance, which need not be 
mentioned here. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 


First. I recommend that a committee on necrology be ap- 
pointed each year by the Grand Commander, to prepare the 
memorials of departed fraters, as this work can be done best 
by such a committee and is a usual practice in other Grand 
bodies. 

Second. I recommend that the by-laws of the several Com- 
manderies in this jurisdiction be codified, and that the Grand 
Commander appoint a special committee of three to do this 
work. | 

Under general orders, the Grand Commander had the copies 
of all the Commanderies returned to him during the past year, 
and by even a slight examination of these by-laws it is easy to 
realize that there is a wide divergence between them, wholly 
unnecessary, and that errors and omissions have crept into 
these by-laws which ought to be rectified. In other words, 
there need be no great difference, except in minor details, in the 
by-laws of all the Commanderies. I heartily recommend that 
this special committee recommend a standard form of by-laws 
for each Commandery, as the first step to making these by-laws 
what they should be, uniform. 

Third. I recommend that before the by-laws, amendments, 
or changes of the by-laws are made or submitted to the Grand 
Commander for his approval, that each Commandery be 
required to send their by-laws, changes, amendments, altera- 
tions, etc., first to the Grand Recorder, who will then refer these 
changes, etc., to the committee on by-laws, whose duty it will 
be to report upon said changes, amendments, alterations, etc., 
to the Grand Commander, who may then approve or disap- 
prove the changes, amendments, alterations, etc., as he sees fit. 


This will enable the Committee on By-laws and the Grand 
Commander to work in harmony regarding these matters, and 
enable a report to be made to the Grand Commandery which 
will be intelligent and consistent with the constitution of the 
Grand Encampment. 

Fourth. I recommend a special committee be appointed to 
investigate and report upon some feasible plan applicable to 
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our Grand Commandery, that will make the inspections more 
effective. 

While we cannot do away with the social features that now 
exist with the formal inspection of a Commandery, and neither 
does anybody wish to, yet our inspections should be of some 
useful, practical value to the Order. We now have no stated 
form to guide the Inspecting Officer, and inspections are con- 
stantly made in a widely varying manner. 

I would suggest that the jurisdiction be divided into six 
separate divisions, and that a Grand officer be placed in charge 
as division commander of each division, allowing division com- 
mander to appoint his own assistants or staff officers. This 
would do away with the necessity or rather temptation to ap- 
point a large number of Grand Lecturers, which is an office 
which hardly has its counterpart in any other jurisdiction, and 
has become a source of embarrassment to each and every Grand 
Commander in making up his appointments. I would suggest 
that the office of Grand Lecturer of the Grand Commandery be 
abolished entirely, or at least limiting the tenor of office to 
two years only. 

I would also suggest that the Grand Commander be em- 
powered to select an experienced Eminent Sir, whose duty 
shall be to supervise the work, both ritualistic and otherwise, of 
all the Commanderies, such officer to devote his whole time to 
this work and be paid a sufficient salary and traveling expenses. 
I feel that no one thing fraught with so much power for good, if 
carried out, could be suggested.

CHARITY 


As Masons and Christian Sir Knights we have enlisted in the 
service of humanity. Charity in its broadest sense is therefore 
our constant duty and demands a service perhaps far beyond 
the capacity of any individual Sir Knight, but with our organiza- 
tion can we not make our sworn principles more effective? 

Does not the thought come to the mind at times that many 
of our members expect and perhaps demand personal favors 
and benefits inherently as their right, rather than in the spirit 
that they themselves are expected to labor with heart and hand 
always and ever for the simple honor and glory of our Order 
and benefit of humanity? 

I do not here plead solely the charity measured by contribu- 
tions of money. All men are not equal in worldly goods. In 
this day of our complex civilization, as individuals and as 
organizations we have a call to works of charity of tremendous 
possibilities for good. By their works shall ye know them, and 
in the first and last analysis the world will know our Order, not 
by what takes place in our asylums, not by what we preach in 
the secrecy of our ritual, but by what effectiveness our prin- 
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ciples make themselves a reality in the community in ia jee 
live and in the world at large. Charity begins at home is a wise 
old saying, and is true, but permit me to suggest the fact that 
charity does not end at home. Our charities should be as 
broad as the universe, not limited to ourselves. They should 
know no ereed, country, race, or condition of men. No work of 
charity should be too large to attempt, and none too small to 
receive our faithful attention. . 

In the light of these plain, simple truths permit me to recom- 
mend some means of effective charities for our Order. 

First. The permanent funds of a Commandery should ee 
be deliberately tied up so that neither interest nor principa 
can be used for the relief of no one except a Sir Knight a 
particular body, or their widows or orphans. With wise regula- 
tion, the interest, at least, of all permanent funds should be 
made accessible and effective for all charitable work, both 
inside and outside the membership of the Commands) for 

Second. Special Funds should be organized and set aside il 
special charitable work, and the Sir Knights encouraged at a 
times to take an active part by contributing to the gears 
time and money. 

Third. Goncnaaderes as bodies or individuals should ae 
ticipate in all public charities of their immediate locality ae 
are fairly and sincerely organized and directed, whether Masor 
or otherwise. ats 

Fourth. Each Commandery should establish visitation a 
mittees of large membership, who shall divide up the eta 
tion into districts, to carry on charitable work. These wie. 
mittees should enthusiastically realize that we should aa “a is 
work for charity, not wait for it to come, and that ¢ be 
not wholly expressed in terms of money, but can eel im a 
best extended by words and deeds of encouragement a ears 
that in apparent success and health there is ae an and 
soul that is a pauper in his yearnings for kind words a 
human sympathy. 

: hi tee ees only a rough outline of what ae 2 
mandery may do, but with an aroused spirit of charity 1 a 
sure many more effective means will arise. 


om- 
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Charity begets charity, as love begets love, and we should be 
continually reminded that the things seen are but temporal, 
but the things unseen are eternal. 

As an organization, let us be broad in our charities and true 
to our ideals. As individuals, let us worship God as our con- 
science dictates, let us each be a member of that political faith 
which appeals to our best judgment. Let us organize great 
business enterprises. Let us build up families, and make 
friends, but in all that which we do let us be firm in our faith, 
sincere in our purpose, and true to our high ideals. 


CONCLUSION 

I close my term of service, as far as the welfare of this juris- 
diction is concerned, as it was begun, in peace and harmony. 

For this I claim no credit or expect any thanks. The splendid 
condition of the Order is due to the loyalty and enthusiasm of 
every fir Knight, and to the long line of capable and illustrious 
Grand Commanders whose works have preceded mine. I thank 
you for the rare privilege I have had to serve you and the 
Order, and I hope, as my only reward, that in some manner my 
duty has been well done. 

In the larger field of the world’s welfare, my term closes with 
the same dark clouds of awful war as when it began. Although 
our own beloved country has up to the present escaped the 
technical and active condition of war, our future offers no 
bright and shining hope that we may escape. Still we have 
faith in the eternal principles of our Order. 

Notwithstanding the awful struggle in which the nations of 
Europe are at present. engaged; notwithstanding this terrible 
demonstration of the brutal forces of mankind, wherein force 
is extolled and love and justice have no place, I am firmly con- 
vinced that the day is yet fast dawning when more and more 
shall be recognized the power and importance of spiritual 
things, that the heart and soul and conscience of mankind must 
be its dominating factor. 

And because I believe with many others in the verity of this, 
a deeper faith and a finer respect and love for this wondrous 
Order, its visions and ideals, fills me with hope and enthusiasm. 
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The sages and prophets of all ages have taught us much of 
truth and justice in the abstract. Christianity came to sur- 
mount it all with divine love and charity, which is the abstract 
fundamental of all religions. This is our Masonic and Templar 
ideal, the vision of true Brotherhood. P 

We are not permitted to know what the years and ages to 
come have in store for humanity. It is not given to human eyes 
to pierce the mists of the future and see what lies beyond. We 
can judge the future only by the past. 

That past is secure. Sometimes dark and gloomy, sometimes 
rough and fearful, sometimes filled with despair, almost hope- 
less, yet from out the past has ever come light and improve- 
ment, advancement and hope. 

Counting time in ages, we can discern no backward step. 
Our only light has been faith in each other and in the ultimate 
perfection of the divine plan. 

Our Masonic ideals of Brotherhood have taught us this, and 
religion, philosophy, science have no more than confirmed it. 

Let us, then, with confidence step forth in the future, having 
faith in our ideals, practising what we are taught in our temples 
and in our asylums: to regard a brother’s interest as our own; 
to love all men and our neighbor as ourselves; to regard hu- 
manity as one great family, high and low, rich and poor; thank-_ 
ful that we have had the privilege of living; thankful that after 
a faithful life we shall have the privilege of a glorious death; 
rejoicing in these loving friendships, these elbow touches of life, 
these hand clasps. 

Conscious that we were not born to walk alone the worldly 
path which leads from the eternity of an unknown past to the 
eternity of a blessed future, let us thank God for the privileges 
of membership in this great Brotherhood of Men, hoping for a 
love that has no limitations, and for a charity as boundless as 


the universe.

The Fifty-sixth Annual Conclave held in the city of Birming- 
ham, April 26 and 27, 1916. 

The officers of Grand Commandery, being previously as- 
semb‘ed at the Tutwiler Hotel, were escorted by Cyrene 
Commandery, No. 10, and the visiting Sir Knights to the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church, where divine services were held. 
At the conclusion of the services the Grand Commandery was 
escorted to the asylum of Cyrene Commandery, No. 10, where 
Grand Commandery was opened in ample form. 

All the Grand Officers present. 

Immediately after the opening an address of weleome was 
delivered by R.. Es. Sir Russell M. Cunningham. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials showed, besides 
the Grand Officers present, ‘thirteen Past Grand Commanders 
and the representatives of thirty-two sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
Ro. E.. Sir Russell M. Cunningham, representing Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, being among the number. 

The address of Grand Commander R-. Be. Sir Hartsford L. 
Ison followed. He said he was glad to report the year had been 
a banner one in the Order throughout the jurisdiction. The 
membership had been largely increased. While he had issued 
but one dispensation for a new Commandery, the existing 
Commanderies were increasing in st rength and material welfare. 
Among his decisions was one that fees for the Order of Knight- 
hood could not be waived or remitted in favor of a minister of the 
gospel. He also pays due tribute to the knightly dead of his 
own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows recei pts with balance 
on hand of $3,564.11; balance on hand after expenditures, 
$1,126.56. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
2,032, a net gain for the year of 224. 
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The Committee on Jewels reported they had procured jewels 
for the retiring Grand Commander and eight other Past Grand 
Commanders, and the same were duly presented to those who 
were present. 

An amendment to the Constitution was adopted, that “For 
each Knight Templar borne upon the rolls at the date of the 
annual returns, $1.75, 25¢ of which shall be put aside and con- 
stitute a fund to be known as the Triennial Fund, and used only 
for triennial purposes.” 

Among the visitors present was V..E.. Sir Joseph K. Orr, 
representative of the Acting Grand Master, who addressed 
Grand Commandery, expressing his great appreciation of the 
hospitality extended to him by the Grand Commandery of 
Alabama and the fraters of Cyrene Commandery. 

At the election of officers Sir William W. Ransom was 


elected Grand Commander, Sir George A. Beauchamp re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 


Like the great majority of the committees of other Grand 
Commanderies, the Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
reported that nothing had been forwarded to them that required 
their consideration. 

There was present at this conclave the oldest living Past 
Grand Commander, and the matter was ordered to be made 
record of in the Proceedings. 

The balance of the proceedings were purely local. 


The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by 
Sir Nathaniel L. Mewhinney, who reviews the various Grand 
Jurisdictions under different headings, and like his former 
reviews is a decided departure from the usual custom of cor- 
respondents. The review is interesting and readable, and Sir 
Mewhinney deserves much credit for the time he has given to 
the culling out of these various subjects from the Proceedings.

The Twenty-third Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Tucson, the thirteenth day of March, 1916. 

All of the Grand Officers present, twelve Past Grand Com- 
manders and the representatives of the subordinate Com- 
manderies. There were also present twenty-two representatives 
of sister Grand Jurisdictions, among the number being 
E..Sir George J. Roskruge, representing Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island. 


The first business after the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was the reception of R..E..Sir Benjamin W. 
Widener, Grand Commander of California, representing the 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
who was received with the honors becoming his rank and 
courteously welcomed by the R.’. E.. Grand Commander. 

The address of R.’. E..Sir Frederick P. Cruice contains much 
of interest of a local nature. In it he pays fitting tribute to the 
departed fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 
He also stated he had granted dispensation for a new Com- 
mandery to be located at Tombstone, to be known as Tomb- 
stone Commandery. His dispensations were few and all for 
constitutional purposes. One request to ballot upon petitions 
out of time was refused. ; 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find the present number 
of members 510, a gain for the year of 9. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand, 
$1,918.80. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recom- 
mended the granting of a charter to Tombstone Commandery, 
to be known as number six, which was adopted. 

The Committee on Fraternal Correspondence reported that 
in view of the action of Grand Commandery in 1914 in dis- 
continuing the publication of the Report on Correspondence, 
that the resolution be continued, and recommended that no 
report of the committee be published this year. 


At the election of Grand Officers Sir Harry T. Southworth 
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was elected Grand Commander, E..Sir George J. Roskruge 
re-elected Grand Recorder.

ARKANSAS, 1916 

The Forty-fourth Annual Conclave held at Little Rock, May 
16, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present with the exception of the 
Deputy Grand Commander and Grand Standard Bearer; ten 
Past Grand Commanders and the representatives of twenty- 
eight sister Grand Jurisdictions, among whom we fail to find 
the representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

; The first business was the reception of R.. E..Sir William H. 
Glancy, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Missouri and the personal representative of the Acting Grand 
Master of the Grand Encampment. R.. Bs. Sir Glaney was 
escorted into the asylum and tendered the sword as the emblem 
of authority, but waived the same and briefly addressed Grand 
Commandery in a very pleasing manner, deferring more 
extended remarks until a more convenient season, and was 
seated in the east. 

Following the appointment of committees, R.. E.. Sir 
J. L. W. Grover delivered his annual address. His dispensations 
were few and his decisions also, and all in compliance with 
Templar law. The address contains an extended report of 
his official visitations to Commanderies. Under head of 
“Condition of the Order” he reported that he had visited each 
Commandery in the jurisdiction and that all of the Com- 
manderies were doing good work and progressing satisfactorily 
with the exception of two, and that all these two needed was a 
little more attention and encouragement to become active. 

At the conclusion of his address the Grand Commandery 
adjourned until the following forenoon. : 
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A Special Conclave of Hugh de Payens Commandery of 
Little Rock was held in the presence of the officers, members, 
and visitors at the Grand Commandery, and the Order of 
Malta was conferred with full ceremonial. 

Grand Commandery was called to Order Thursday morning, 
followed by prayer by the Eminent Grand Chaplain. 

The Grand Recorder made his report, from which it is 
found that the whole number of members is 1,486, a net gain 
for the year of 43. 

The Grand Treasurer reported total receipts with balance 
on hand of $4,402.18; expenditures, $1,904.88. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight John H. Fulson was 
elected Grand Commander, E..Sir Fay Hempstead re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by that distinguished frater 
Fay Hempstead, who devotes eighty-six pages to the same. As 
usual the report is opened with a Proemial, his subject “The 
Modern Knight,” and we are pleased to excerpt the same.

This handsome volume of Proceedings emanating from the 
office of Sir Thomas A. Davies, Grand Recorder, is up to the 
usual standard, and is embellished with a Bather portrait of 
R.. E-.Sir Elmer E. Stone, newly elected Grand Commander. 

The Forty-eighth Annual Conclave held in the city of San 
‘Francisco, April 20, 1916. 

The first business after the opening was the report of the 
Committee on Credentials, who reported all the Grand Officers 
present with the exception of the Grand Senior Warden and 
Grand Warder, who were absent in Washington, D. C., on 
government business; ten Past Grand Commanders and the 
representatives of twenty-six sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
E. Sir Albert E. Boynton, representing Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, being among the number. The Grand Repre- 
sentatives in attendance were then heartily welcomed and 
requested to communicate to their respective Grand Jurisdic- 
tions the felicitations of the Grand Commandery of California 
and the best wishes of its members for their future prosperity 
and happiness. 

Grand Commander Perry W. Weidner then delivered his 
address. After saluting the members present he paid due 
respect to the deceased fraters of his own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. He reported the constituting of Glendale 
Commandery, No. 53. He also granted dispensation to eighteen 
Sir Knights at El Centro to form and open a Commandery at 
that place, to be called Imperial Valley Commandery. His 
dispensations were all in accordance with constitutional law 
and his decisions were practically all governed by constitutional 
law. Under the heading of “Uniform,” he states that, it having 
been reported to him that there were cases where members of 
the Order have not complied with the rules of the Order and 
procured a uniform in accordance with the standard of their 
particular Commandery, he quotes the law and section thereof 
which governs same, as follows: 


. “That all companions of the Red Cross, before receiving the 
Order of the Temple, shall equip themselves with the uniform 
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of a Knight Templar, as prescribed by this Grand Jurisdiction, 
and pass a satisfactory examination in the school of the Sir 
Knight, the manual of the sword, and the cuts, signs, grips, and 
words of the Illustrious Order of the Red Cross. 

“Tn compliance with the above, I take it that it would be 
quite proper for every Commandery to adopt some system 
whereby they will satisfy themselves that every candidate for 
the Order of the Temple has complied therewith. At any rate, 
this rule should be strictly enforced.” 


From his recommendations we quote the following: 


“Tt has always occurred to me that a group of Knights 
Templar about to organize a Commandery of Knights Templar 
are oftentimes more enthusiastic than circumistances justify. A 
recent experience of this Grand Commandery leads me to sug- 
gest that an amendment be added to our laws to provide that 
no group of Sir Knights to whom dispensation has been granted 
to open and form a Commandery he permitted to incur any 
indebtedness for paraphernalia and Commandery equipment 
before first obtaining the approval of the Grand Commander. 


Regarding the publishing of the names of every member of 
the Commanderies in the Proceedings, he says: 


“The practice of publishing the name of every member of our 
Commanderies in the Proceedings of our Grand Commandery 
has, to my mind, no value; moreover it adds greatly to the 
expense of publication and is a custom which many Grand 
Masonic Bodies have discontinued. The practice has also been 
the means of furnishing merchants, agents, and promoters 
with valuable mailing lists, which is an unfair advantage. 
Therefore I respectfully recommend the discontinuance of that 
practice in this Grand Commandery.” 


In his Conclusion he has a word of admonition to those who 
are officers in the Commanderies in California, saying too 
frequently are honors accepted without the full realization of 
the responsibilities that follow. That it is not enough to attend 
the meetings and learn the work of the ritual, but they should 
continually strive to better the Commandery and liven the 
interests of the fraters, by being alert and on the lookout for 
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the one thousand and one things that will enthuse them. He 
says this should be the constant aim of the Commander and his 
staff, and if willing to accept the title and decoration we must 
be ready always to do the work, which is excellent advice. 

The Grand Recorder reports present membership 7,708, a 
net gain for the year of 52. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with cash on hand, 
$70,258.42; disbursements, $32,766.97. Assets of Grand 
Commandery are $86,091.45. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recom- 
mended that charter be granted to Imperial Valley Com- 
mandery, U. D., and the same was granted. 

Like nearly all of the Grand Commanderies, the Committee 
on Grievances and Appeals reported that harmony existed and 
nothing had been presented to them for consideration. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Elmer E. Stone was 
elected Grand Commander, Sir Knight Thomas A. Davies 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 


The Committee on Correspondence, 
submits ninety-five pages which are up to the usual standard. 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives two and one half 
pages of courteous review. Sir Thomas comments on our 
calling him a “veteran” in our last review. Certainly from the 
way he writes we came to the conclusion that he must be a 


veteran, but, however, we stand corrected, and in future will 
give the title where it belongs.

The Fortieth Annual Conclave opened in Masonic Temple, 
Denver, Colorado, Friday, September 24, 1915. 

All the Grand Officers present, fifteen Past Grand Com- 
manders and the representatives of twenty-nine sister Grand 
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Jurisprudence, our good frater Lawrence N. Greenleaf, repre- 
senting Massachusetts and Rhode Island, being among the 
number. 

“The first business after the opening was the reception of 
V..E..Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Warder of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, who was received with 
honors due his rank and welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

One of the commendable customs of this Grand Jurisdiction 
is the calling of the roll of deceased Grand Commanders, which 
was done at this conclave, the Sir Knights standing in silence 
with bowed heads, as the tribute of respect to the deceased 
Past Grand Commanders was rendered. c 

The address of R.. E-.Sir John W. Wingate, Grand Com- 
mander, occupies thirty-five pages of the Proceedings, in which 
he faithfully portrays all the transactions of his office in a well- 
written and readable report. His dispensations were few and 
all in accordance with constitutional law. Among others he 
issued a dispensation to the constitutional number of Sir 
Knights to form and open a Commandery to be located at 
Delta, in the State of Colorado, to be known as Delta Com- 
mandery, U. D. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand, 
$14,064.67; balance on hand after disbursements, $11,471.32. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find the total member- 
ship 3,320, a net gain for the year of 96. 

From the report of the Committee on the George Washington 
National Masonic Memorial Association, it was voted that an 
appropriation of one hundred dollars for the purpose of being 
a charter member therein be adopted. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations reported 
favorably on the application of the Sir Knights at Delta for a 
Commandery to be located at that place, and their report was 
adopted. This committee also reported that conditions in some 
portions of the State were such that some of the Commanderies 
found it difficult to maintain their integrity, but the committee 
rejoiced to know that the members of these Commanderies still 
possessed the qualities of good cheer and hopefulness, and that 
they desired Grand Commandery to assure them they fully 
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recognized the conditions under which they are working, and 
were always ready to assist them to keep intact their organiza- 
tion. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology by E..Sir 
Will D. Grisard is a splendidly written document, paying 
fitting tribute to the departed fraters of their own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Benjamin L. James 
was elected Grand Commander, Sir Charles H. Jacobson 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by Sir William D. Todd, and 
is his second report. He reviews all of the Grand Jurisdictions 
except North Carolina, which had not been received. One 
hundred and twenty-seven pages are devoted to this rev iew, 
and, like his first report, it is a well-written and able document 
and speaks well for his ability as a reviewer. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island receives two and one half pages. He compli- 
ments your correspondent by clipping our Foreword in full.

A Special Conclave held in the city of Washington, June 28, 
1915. 

All the Grand Officers present with the exception of the 
Grand Commander; six Past Grand Commanders and the 
representatives of the five Commanderies of the jurisdiction. 

The Acting Grand Commander stated that this Special Con- 
clave had been called for the purpose of receiving the report of 
a special committee appointed by the Grand Commander 
pursuant to a resolution adopted at the last Annual Conclave. 
This committee was appointed to inquire into the financial 
affairs of Grand Commandery and consider what action should 
be taken with reference to the expense of the representatives 
to the: Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment. 

The committee made a very extended report as to the con- 
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dition of the Grand Commandery of the District of Columbia, 
among other things saying that during the past nineteen years 
the Commanderies as a whole have only shown a growth of 
seven per cent. They recommended that Commandcries be 
authorized to suspend the operation of the provisions of their 
by-laws relating to compulsory uniforming, and to receive 
petitions for the Orders without obligation on the part of the 
petitioners to procure a uniform. That the sum of $200 be 
appropriated for the expenses of the Grand Commander only 
to the Triennial Conclave, and that Templar Field Day be 
dispensed with for the current year. 

The recommendations were adopted and Grand Commandery 
adjourned. 

The Twenty-first Annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of the District of Columbia was held in the city of Washington, 
May 8, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present, eleven Past Grand Com- 
manders, and the representatives of thirty-two sister Grand 
Commanderies, R..E..Sir Gratz E. Dunkum, representing 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, being among the number. 

Many distinguished guests were present. R.. E.. Sir Thomas 
F. Penman, Past Grand Commander of Pennsylvania and 
representative of the Acting Grand Master of the Grand 
Encampment, was conducted into the asylum by escort and 
cordially received and weleomed. 

R.-. E-.Sir Edwin B. Hesse, Grand Commander, then de- 
livered his address.

He takes special pride in the circumstance that the member- 
ship increase during his incumbency is second to the largest in 
the history of the Order in the State. He pays special tribute to 
the unselfish assistance and helpfulness of Sir Charles S. Wood, 
Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership 3,802, a 
net gain for the year of 356.

The volume opens with a half-tone. portrait of Thomas 
Albert Stevens, Grand Commander, and is interspersed with 
many half-tone plates of subjects that are both interesting and 
well executed. The book also contains half-tone portraits of 
all the Grand Officers. 

All'the Grand Officers were present at the opening of Grand 
Commandery. 

The first business after the appointment of committees was 
the reception of V-.E..Sir Lee 8. Smith, Acting Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment, who was formally introduced under 
escort and’ cordially welcomed. ..E..Sir Smith responded 
at length. 

The address of the Grand Commander followed and is a 
concise report of the transactions of his office during his in- 
cumbency and is evidence of the painstaking labor that he 
devoted to his office. His decisions were many, but were all 
in accord with constitutional law. He refused several applica- 
tions for dispensations to receive and ballot upon candidates 
out of time. He also reported he had received request for 
dispensation to form a Commandery to be known as Malta 
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Commandery, to be situated in the city of Chicago, and after 
thorough investigation as to whether another Commandery 
could be supported in the locality, he deemed it’ advisable to 
neither grant nor refuse, but to submit the matter to Grand 
Commandery. (The Committee on Charters and Dispensations 
later recommended the granting of the charter, which was 
adopted.) He pays fitting tribute to Grand Recorder Darrah 
for his counsel and assistance, which had been of great benefit 
to his administration. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand, 
$33,875.50; disbursements, $22,631.11, leaving balance on 
hand $11,244.39. He also reported he had in trust for Grand 
Commandery, bonds, mortgages, and loans of $20,000.00, 
making the total assets of Grand Commandery, $31,244.39. 

Grand Recorder Delmar D. Darrah reported that the mem- 
bership was 18,799, a-net gain for the year of 439. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Louis Albert Mills was 
elected Grand Commander, Sir Delmar D. Darrah re-elected 
Grand Recorder. . 

_The report of the Committee on Templar Dead occupies 
nineteen pages of the Proceedings and is a splendid tribute to 
the memory of the deceased fraters of their own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

An amendment offered by V..E.. Sir Mills, which had been 
referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence, and by them 


referred back to Grand Commandery for action, was adopted 
as follows: 


_ “The use of ‘spirituous, vinous, or malt liquors as a beverage 
in a hall of Knights Templar, or at any banquet, social, drill, or 
other unction given by, under the auspices of, or for the benefit 
of knights Templar is prohibited.” 


The Grand Commander then called the roll of Grand Repre- 
sentatives near the Grand Commandery of Illinois and thirty- 
four responded, among whom we find R.-.E..Sir Stuart E. 
Pierson, representing Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Among the pleasant occurrences of the conclave was the 
presentation of jewels to eighteen Past Grand Commanders.

All the Grand Officers present. The R..E..Grand Com- 
mander being indisposed, called V.. E.. Sir Andrew J. Redmond 
to preside in his place. 

The first business after the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was the presentation by the Grand Recorder of 
papers pertaining to petition for Malta Commandery and 
petition for a new Commandery by the Sir Knights residing at 
Pontiac, which were referred to the Committee on Charters and 
Dispensations. 

It having been announced that R.-. E.-. Sir Jehiel W. Chamber- 
lain, Grand Captain General of the Grand Encampment and 
Inspecting Officer for the Grand Commandery of Illinois, was 
in the anteroom, the Grand Commander appointed a committee, 
who retired and presently ushered into the asylum R.. E..Sir 
Chamberlain. The Grand Commander welcomed the distin- 
guished Templar and tendered him the welcome of Grand 
Commandery. 

R.. E+. Sir Louis A. Mills then delivered his annual address. 
This record of the transactions of his office contains everything 
that could be desired and is a faithful portrayal of the duties of 
his official position. His decisions were many and all in accord 
with constitutional law. He reported the restoration of the char- 
ter of Belvidere Commandery, No.2, which had been arrested, 
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and the constitution of Austin Commandery, No. 84, at Austin. 
He recommended the statutes be amended so that in cities 
where there are more than one Commandery having concurrent 
Jurisdiction it shall be the duty of the Recorder to give im- 
mediate notice in writing to all other Commanderies situated 
in said city of the reception of all petitions for orders, before 
ballot thereon, stating the name, occupation, and place of 
residence of the petitioner, provided that no petition for the 
Orders be balloted upon in less than four weeks from the date 
it is received by the Commandery. In his Conclusion he says 
that the Grand Commandery of Illinois stands foremost among 
the Templar organizations of the world, and as long as its 
banner is borne aloft by the present high standard of Christian 
manhood that long this Grand Commandery will continue to 
* challenge the admiration and respect of all mankind. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
of $35,391.55; disbursements, $22,064.36; balance on hand, 
$18,327.19; also securities in the hands of the Grand Treasurer 
amounting to $20,000, making total assets of $33,327.19. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find that the present 
membership is 19,407, a net gain for the year of 628. 

Among the resolutions passed was the following: 


“Resolved, That nominations by suggestion of name only for 


any elective office in the Grand Commandery and subordinate 
Commanderies of Illinois be permissible.” 


The Committee on Templar Dead made a voluminous report, 
paying fitting tribute to the departed fraters of their own and 
sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Grievances and Offenses stated they were 
happy to report that during the past Templar year the Sir 
Knights of the Grand Jurisdictions had been so loyal to the 
principles of this great Order that if any grievance or offense 
existed it had not come to the attention of the committee. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recom- 
mended that a charter be granted to the Sir Knights of Pontiac 
to form and open a Commandery, to be known as Pontiac 
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Commandery, No. 85, and the report was adopted. The com- 
mittee also reported on the action of the Grand Commander 
in refusing to issue dispensation which the Grand Commandery 
had voted to Malta Commandery at its annual conclave in 
1915, and that after examination of the papers which were sub- 
mitted to the committee they recommended this action of the 
Grand Commander be approved. 

Upon motion of M.. E..Sir George M. Moulton it was Re- 
solved, “That the wearing of the Templar uniform by any 
person who is not a Knight Templar in good standing is hereby 
condemned and prohibited by this Grand Commandery.” 

At the election of officers V.. E.. Sir Andrew J. Redmond was 
elected Grand Commander, E.*.Sir Delmar D. Darrah re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence, occupying 153 pages, is by 
E.. Sir Arthur M. Otman, who reviews forty-four Grand Juris- 
dictions, this being his fourth report. From his Foreword we 
excerpt the following: 


“A Knowledge of what has occurred in the Templar world 
for the past year is doubtless desired by many members of 
our Order, yet we often wonder how many have the courage 
to wade through a report on correspondence. Not many, we 
imagine, yet the average Sir Knight can only attain such know- 
ledge by so doing. 

“To make such a report of sufficient interest to the average 
reader is to us a greater task than the compilation of this 
review. Perhaps a faithful few will have the temerity to 
brouse around these pastures, and if in so doing they find here 
and there an oasis amid the dry details and statistics presented, 
and thereby obtain a new idea or find a noteworthy action that 
may be helpful to the reader, we are content. 


Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous attention 
with three and a half pages, and we are pleased to note he says 
he is in accord with the views of your Correspondent, and has 
followed the same in his review work, with occasional com- 
ment, in which he tries to keep from being critical. He also 
says, “It is very easy to find fault with others, in fact much 
easier than to praise, but it is really a bad habit which we can 
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drift into with but little effort.” We are free to confess that his 
reports are to our liking, as they give all the necessary informa- 
tion to enable the fraters of the jurisdiction who read the 
Correspondence Report a faithful portrayal of the important 
transactions of the sister Grand Jurisdictions.

The first business after opening was the reception of dis- 
tinguished visitors, among whom was V..E..Sir William L. 
Sharp, personal representative of the Acting Grand Master of 
the Grand Encampment, and V.-. E-. Sir Leonidas P. Newby, 
Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encampment, and other 
officers of sister Grand Commanderies, who were ushered into 
the asylum and duly welcomed. 

Grand Commander R...E..Sir Adrian Hamersly then read 
his annual address, in which he states: 


“Every Grand Commander is happy to report: harmony and 
act.ve interest throughout his jurisdiction, and aside from a 
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condition existing in one of our Commanderies, about which I 
feel obliged to call your attention and refer to you for cons.dera- 
tion, the excellence of Indiana Templar Masonry is most 
gratifying.” 


He issued few dispensations and refused one to ballot out of 
time. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find receipts with 
balance on hand $17,454.05; disbursements, $10,143.67. 

The Grand Recorder reported total membership 8,261, a net 
increase for the year of 277. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight James L. Randel 
elected Grand Commander, Sir Calvin W. Prather re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 

The balance of the proceedings were of a purely routine 
nature. 

The report on Correspondence by, E...Sir. Robert A. Woods, 
occupying 127 pages, is full and complete, with abundant 
quotations. Massachusetts and Rhode Island is given two 
and one half pages of excellent review, containing a concise 
report of the doings of our Grand Commandery.

Towa, 1916 


The Fifty-third Annual Conclave convened at Templar 
Park, Spirit Lake, August 8, 9, 10 and 11, 1916. 

The volume of Proceedings, like all others that have pre- 
ceded it, is a credit to the Grand Recorder. It opens with a 
splendid Bather portrait of Lewis H. Moore, whose strong 
and smiling countenance adorns the frontal page. 

All the Grand Officers present at the opening ceremonies. 

The first business was the reception of distinguished visitors. 
Past Grand Commander Frederick W. Craig then introduced 
R..E..Sir Eugene C. Bonniwell, of Minneapolis, personal 
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representative of the Most Eminent Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment, to whom a cordial greeting was extended. 

R.. E-. Sir E. Olin Soule presented and introduced Ree. Sir. 
William H. Norris, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of Knights Templar of the United States of America, 
and Past Grand Commander John W. Wells presented E.. Sir 
E. M. Van Cleve, Past Grand Recorder of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Minnesota, who were also cordially welcomed. 

Grand Commander Lewis H. Moore then presented his annual 
address. Under growth of the Order he says the subordinate 
Commanderies are to be congratulated on the amount of work 
that has been done over the entire jurisdiction, and the prospects 
for the future are excellent for a good increase. He also says 
he finds from the returns of Commanderies that in fifty-five 
Commanderies there is a total of $2,772.30 unpaid dues. He 
recommends that the present law be repealed and that a new 
law relative to jurisdiction be made to read as follows: 


“The territorial jurisdiction of each Commandery in this 
State, whether chartered or under dispensation, over peti- 
tioners for the orders, shall be exclusive within the corporate 
limits of the city or town in which the Commandery is sta- 
tioned; provided, that where two or more Commanderies are 
stationed in the same city or town, the territory of such city 
or town shall be concurrent to such two or more Command- 
eries; provided, further, that all other territory in this State 
shall be concurrent to all Commanderies in the State.” 


He refused three dispensations to ballot upon candidates 
out of time. Other dispensations granted were all for con- 
stitutional purposes. In_ his Conclusion he expresses the 
opinion that the Sir Knights would never know how much he 
had appreciated the high honor placed in his keeping. He 
assured them he had done the very best he could and tried to 
live up to the requirements of his high office and had done all 
that he could in a limited time when all his time was not his 
own and could not be devoted to the work. That he faithfully 
performed his duty is evidenced by his report. He pays tribute 
of due appreciation for the able assistance he had received 
from the Grand Recorder and the Committee on J urisprudence. 
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From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find that receipts with 
balance on hand were $11,673.20; disbursements, $9,439.24. 

The Grand Recorder made a full and complete report of the 
transactions of his office. The present membership is 7,691, 
according to this report, a net gain for the year of 204. 

The Committee on Credentials reported there were present 
thirty-three representatives from sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
and as usual we find the representative of Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, Sir Knight Wilber F. Fidlar, present. 

From the report of the Committee on Grand Commander’s 
address we excerpt the following: 


“Tt is pleasing to note the general awakening in the cause of 
Templary throughout this Grand Jurisdiction, and that so 
many Commanderies have been active and conferred the orders 
during the past year. The showing is commendable and indi- 
eates that the activity of the Grand Commander and his 
official visits have been helpful and encouraging and that the 
Sir Knights have been showing their appreciation and have been 
aroused to a greater realization of the beauties and grandeur 
of Templar Masonry. While the increase in members is not all 
that we might desire, it shows a good, healthy growth and is 
encouraging.” 


The Committee on Jurisprudence recommended a Standing 
Committee on Triennial Conclave, as follows: 


“The Grand Recorder shall be the Triennial Committee. 
After consulting with the Grand Commander he shall make 
suitable arrangements for the accommodation of the delegates 
of this Grand Commandery at the Triennial Conclaves of the 
Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States 
of America.” 


The Committee on Necrology presented a splendid report, 
paying fitting tribute to the departed fraters of their own and’ 
sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

' The Committee on Grievances and Appeals reported that no 
complaint whatsoever had been referred to, or come to the 
attention of thé committee, and it was very gratifying to be able! 
to congratulate Grand Commandery upon the perfect concord 
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and harmony which seems to prevail throughout the Grand 
Jurisdiction. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight James E. Bromwell was 
elected Grand Commander, R..E..Sir David M. Brownlee 
re-elected Grand Recorder.

Kansas, 1916 


The Forty-seventh Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Wichita, May 9, 1916. 

The first business after the opening was the reception of 
R.-. E. Sir George T. Campbell, Past Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery of Maryland and personal representative 
of the Acting Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, who 
was formally received into the asylum, and after being intro- 
duced to Grand Commandery, to which response was made, 
inspected the Commandery. 

Another distinguished visitor present was R..E..Sir F. M. 
Gilbough, Past Grand Commander of Texas, who was also 
received and welcomed. 

All the Grand Officers were reported as being present, nine 
Past Grand Commanders and the representatives of twenty-nine 
sister Grand Jurisdictions, R-.E..Sir Edward W. Wellington, 
representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, as usual 
was present. 

Following the appointment of committees R.. E.. Sir William 
H. Martin, Grand Commander, submitted his address, in which 
he had a kindly word of advice to say to the new Commanders 
who were present for the first time, admonishing them that 
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Templarism meant more than the mere wearing of a Maltese 
cross or a waving plume; that it meant service, sacrifice, right 
living, honesty, and faithfulness to Him under whose banner 
they were enlisted. 

Under Condition of the Order he reported that the growth of 
the Order during the past year had been very encouraging, and 
harmony and good will abound in and between all subordinate 
Commanderies. He issued but four dispensations during the 
year, all of which were for constitutional purposes. He also 
reported he had made no decisions, which speaks well for the 
Commanders of the several Commanderies of the jurisdiction. — 
Regarding rituals he reported that one Commandery having 
failed to receipt to the Grand Recorder for all rituals, as pro- 
vided in Section 529 of the Statutes of the Grand Commandery, 
and not having made suitable reparation to the Grand Com- 
mander with reference to the violation of this statute, repre- 
sentation was denied, them at the Annual Conclave, and their 
charter was suspended until the matter should be properly 
adjusted to the satisfaction of the Grand Commander. 

The Grand Treasurer reported that total receipts with 
balance on hand were $10,646.37; disbursements, $8,610.60; 
balance on hand, $2,035.67, besides which he reported a 
Triennial Fund of $2,937.42. 

Grand Recorder Albert KK. Wilson submitted his usual 
complete report of the transactions of his office, stating that the 
number of members enrolled March 31, 1916, was 6,621, a net 
gain for the year of 217. 

The Committee on Necrology, by E..Sir E. C. Cole, Chair- 
man, presented a splendid report, paying fitting tribute to the 
departed fraters of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

From the report of the Committee on Tactics and Ceremonials 
we excerpt the following in regard to lack of preparation of 
details on the part of those charged with the exhibition cere- 
monies of parade and drill. He remarks that the failure of an 
officer to perform his part of a ceremony is always inexcusable: 


“There was, however, another more important failure which 
I desire to bring before this Grand Commandery. I dare say 
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that every Sir Knight was disappointed in the lack of numbers 
in our parade — in the lack of attendance at this Grand Con- 
clave. Now the question is, Why this lack? Why have not 
we, with a membership of about 6.700 Knights Templar— why 
have we not more Sir Knights who will take one day to put on 
their uniforms and their equipment. and stand up in a public way 
to be counted for the moral and religious principles of our 
Order, tremendously important always, but especially so in 
these troublous times? I ask this question with regret, and 
I have no suitable answer for it. Have you?” 


We also excerpt the following: 


“I think we, as Templars, fall into the notion that we can 
build up our Commanderies by taking in large numbers of 
members, by simply receiving their fees, and giving them a 
spectacle. and then letting them retire to the side lines without 
any thought of their individual duty to their Commandery and 
the great principles for which it stands in Christian life and 
Christian manhood. Now, how can we bring to our fraters a 
Tealization of these things? How can we stimulate in our mem- 


bers the habit of taking a personal interest in the affairs of the 
Commandery?” 


The committee submitted a resolution, which was adopted, 
and we quote same. 


“Resolved, That an appropriation of $250.00, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, ke made for the promotion of 
local field days of Commanderies, under the direction of the 
Grand Commander; provided: 

““(a) That no expenditure shall be allowed, excepting the 
actual personal and incidental expenses of the Grand Officers 
in arranging and conducting such local mectings. 

“(b) That the element of competition in all drill and cere- 
monies at such meetings be prohibited, the purpose being to 
encourage each Commandery to present the largest possible 
number of Sir Knights in line and to exhibit any drill it may 
be able to give. and to promote the social, fraternal, and mili- 
tary activities of Templar Masonry.” 


At the election of officers Sir Knight Milton R. McLean 
was: elected Grand Commander, E..Sir Albert K. Wilson 
re-elected Grand Recorder. i ' | 
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The report on Correspondence is submitted by Sir Matthew 
M. Miller and consists of sixty-eight pages. Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island for 1915 receives a page and a half of courteous 
review. Evidently from his remarks he does not like our lack 
of criticism and comment on the doings of other Grand Com- 
manderies.

The Sixty-ninth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Frank- 
fort, May 17 and 18, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present. The first business was the 
reception of the representative of the Acting Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment, R..E-.Sir Harry G. Strickland, 
Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of Indiana, 
who was introduced and welcomed by the Grand Commander. 

The address of the Grand Commander, R.’.E..Sir Charles 
N. Smith, followed. We find he granted five dispensations and 
refused two, all in compliance with constitutional law. He 
also reported a petition to establish a Commandery U. D. at 
Barbourville, also applications for new Commanderies at 
Williamsburg and Pineville. In his Conclusion he expresses 
his grateful thanks to the Grand Officers, saying they have 
always been true, courteous, and kind, and to the Grand 
Recorder, who, “having all knightly qualities, knows well 
everything from a Templar standpoint in both Ritual and 
Tactics, and stands ready to impart this knowledge to his 
less informed fraters.”” From our knowledge of E..Sir Bryant 
we feel that the Grand Commander only did him justice. The 
balance of the address contains matters of only local nature. 

The Grand Recorder. reported the number of members 
March 31, 1916, 5,116, a net gain for the year of 83. 
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The Grand Treasurer reported receipts with balance on 
hand, $9,660.09; disbursements, $4,077.19. 

The Trustees of the Permanent Fund also report a fund of 
$6,000. 

E..£ir William H. Bartholomew, Chairman of the Committee 
on Necrology, presented a voluminous report, paying due 
respect to the departed fraters of his own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, Massachusetts and Rhode Island Past Grand 
Commanders R.. E..Sir Charles C. Hutchinson and R.. E-.Sir 
Nelson W. Aldrich receiving mention. 

At the second day’s proceedings all the Grand Officers were 
present, ten Past Grand Commanders, and the representatives 
of thirty-one sister Grand Jurisdictions, Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island’s representative not being present. 

At the election of officers ir Henry P. Barrett was elected 
Grand Commander, Sir Alfred H. Bryant re-elected Grand 
Recorder. 

R.. E-.€ir Charles H. Fisk, Chairman of the Committee on 
Jurisprudence, presented a report that no matter had been 
presented to them demanding action, and the committee con- 
gratulated Grand Commandery upon a condition which per- 
mitted a committee to make such a report. 

R.. E.. Sir Bernard G. Witt, Chairman of Special Committee 
on Charters and Dispensations, presented a report, which was 
adopted, that the petition for a Commandery at Pineville be 
granted. That the petition fora Commandery at Williamsburg 
could not be acted upon by reason of their failure to file dimits 
and fee with the petition. That on account of the objection 
of London Commandery, No. 33, the request of the petitioners 
for a Commandery at Barbourville could not be considered. 
They also recommended that a charter be granted to the Sir 


Knights of Jackson and that the Commandery be known as 
Mountain Commandery No. 38. 


From the report of the Committee on Work we excerpt the 
following: 


“We find that those Commanderies that require their mem- 
bers to procure uniforms are the live Commanderies of the 
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State, and we wish in the most forceful way possible to recom- 
mend to the subordinate Commanderies that they urge in the 
strongest terms, if they do not require it, that all candidates 
for these impressive orders be kn’ghted in their own uniforms.” 


R.-.E..Sir William W. Clarke then presented the retiring 
Grand Commander with the Past Grand Commander’s Jewel, 
expressing to him the kind good wishes of his fraters for his 
future health and prosperity. R..E..Sir Smith responded, 
thanking Grand Commandery and the Sir Knights. 

The report on Correspondence is by R..E..Sir William W. 
Clarke, 130 pages being devoted to the same, covering forty- 
three Grand Jurisdictions, and is written in his usual finished 
manner. He interestingly reviews the Proceedings of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island with a page and a half, in which he 
calls the report of your Grand Recorder ‘‘a very complete and 
comprehensive document.” He comments on the transfer 
of Grand Commander Brown’s name to Bonniwell, but we are 
at a loss to understand how the matter came about, as our 
copy of last year’s review shows that we wrote the name Brown, 
not Bonniwell.

The Committee on Inspections and Returns made an elabo- 
rate report, receiving the compliments of the Grand Com- 
mander for the very able and thorough manner in which they 
performed the duties entrusted to them. 


The Committee on Necrology, by E..Sir Rev. Emil Mon- 
tanus, submitted a splendid report, memorializing the dead of 
their own and other Grand Jurisdictions, paying a deserved 
tribute to those Sir Knights of the Faith who had “fought 
the good fight and finished their course.” 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations recom- 
mended that a charter be granted to the petitioners for a 
Commandery to be known as Bad Axe, No. 52, also to the 
petitioners from Highland Park, to be known as Highland Park 
Commandery, No. 53, located at Highland Park. 


The Committee on Rituals presented a report that at the 
preceding conclave a certain Commandery be required to 
deposit with the Grand Recorder, within ten days, a penalty 
of $25 for one lost Ritual, and that the Grand Recorder forth- 
with apply to the Grand Encampment for a new one. The 
records show, however, that the Commandery did not receive 
this new Ritual until eight months after the Grand Com- 
mandery had received the fee therefor. The committee was 
pleased to report that during the past year no Ritual had been 
lost in that Grand Jurisdiction, which, they said, spoke well 
for the care and observance of regulations by Commandery 
officers and members. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts with balance on hand 
$23,245.57; disbursements, $16,747.64. 

The Committee on George Washington Memorial reported 
in substance that it was a worthy fund, but recommended the 
Grand Commandery not to expend any funds at this time for 
that purpose, but that the Grand Commandery indorse the 
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movement and commend it to the favorable consideration of 
the individual members. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Fred A. Aldrich was 
elected Grand Commander, R..E..Sir George T. Campbell 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The Committee on Uniform Receipt Cards, through R.. E.. 
Sir Gordon R. Campbell, Past Grand Commander, recom- 
mended that the same be referred to the incoming Grand 
Commander, and that he be authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee with power to devise and apply a similar system to that 
of the Grand Lodge, and when perfected, the committee recom- 
mend such cards be adopted by the constituent Commanderies. 

Tke report on Correspondence, 184 pages, is by R.. E..Sir 
William G. Doty, Past Grand Commander. The review 
is complete in every detail and concisely sets forth the 
transactions of the various Grand Jurisdictions. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island receives four pages of courteous 
review, setting forth all of the transactions of our Grand Com- 
mandery worthy of comment. He has a kindly word to say for 
your correspondent, for which he is entitled to our grateful 
appreciation.

The Fifty-first Annual Conclave held in St. Paul, May 17 
and 18, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present. The first business was the 
reception of V..E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Senior 
Warden of the Grand Encampment and representative of the 
Acting Grand Master, who was duly received and welcomed. 

There was also present V.*. E..Sir Knight Jehiel W. Chamber- 
lin, Grand Captain General of the Grand Encampment, who 
was also received. 

Rehearsal, inspection, and review followed, the lines and 
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triangle being formed by Damascus Commandery, No. 1. 
Grand Commandery was then declared open. 


Upon calling the roll, twenty-seven Commanderies out of 
the thirty-one were found to be represented. The Committee 
on Credentials reported all the Grand Officers present, fifteen 
Past Grand Commanders, and the representatives of twenty- 
four sister Grand Jurisdictions, but we fail to find the repre- 
sentative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island among the 
number.

He states the condition of the Order 
in Minnesota in so far as the Templar spirit is concerned is all 
that could be desired; that peace and fraternal feeling exists 
throughout the jurisdiction, but that the Commanderies were 
not getting the growth that was desired. He also recom- 
mended that the Code of Statutes of Minnesota be amended 
so that the applicant for the Orders could go to the Com- 
mandery which is most convenient by rail. He stated he was 
convinced that the time had come when the Grand Com- 
mandery of Minnesota should go on record before the outside 
world as being opposed to the use of intoxicating liquors at any 
work or function in connection with the Order. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts with 
balance on hand of $16,354.76; disbursements, $5,021.83. 

From the Grand Recorder's report we find membership is 
4,859, a net gain for the year of 143. 

The following resolution was offered: 
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“ Resolved, That the use of spirituous,vinous, malt, fermented, 
distilled, and all forms of intoxicating liquors as a beverage is 
forbidden in connection with regular or special conclaves of the 
Commandery, drills and entertainments, and in connection 
with any and all functions authorized by or given under the 
auspices or authority of any Commandery in this State.” 


The same was referred to the Committee on Jurisprudence, 
who afterwards reported favorably and same was adopted. 

On recommendation of the Committee on Charters and Dis- 
pensations a charter was granted to Spring Valley Com- 
mandery, U. D., at Spring Valley. 

At the election of Officers Sir Knight Jesse Norton was 
elected Grand Commander, Sir Knight John Fishel re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 

The Committee on Grievances and Appeals reported it gave 
them pleasure to report that owing to the fraternal and knightly 
harmony existing in the Grand Jurisdiction no matter had been 
presented to them for consideration. 

Upon recommendation of the Grand Recorder the annual per 
capita tax was increased from 50c to 60c. 

Balance of the business of the session entirely local in its

The first business after opening was the presentation to 
Grand Commandery by Sir Knight Erastus C. Knight, of Sir 
Knight Louis P. Fuhrmann, the mayor of the city, who wel- 
comed Grand Commandery on behalf of the city of Buffalo, 
to which the Grand Commander responded in behalf of the 
Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commander then welcomed the Grand Repre- 
sentatives of sister Grand Commanderies, sixteen being present, 
Sir Knight J. Grafton Murdock, representing Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island, being among the number. 


There were many distinguished guests present, among the 
number being Sir Knight Philip D. Gordon, Supreme Grand 
Master of the Sovereign Great Priory of Canada. R..E..Sir 
Lee S. Smith, Acting Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, 
was then presented and most cordially welcomed, responding 
in his usual finished manner. 

Following the appointment of committees, Grand Com- 
mander Mullan delivered his annual address. This is an able 
report of the transactions of his office during the year. He 
made but one decision. His dispensations were many and 
several dispensations were refused, but all in accord with con- 
stitutional law. He also reports the constituting of Huntington 
Commandery, No. 70, at Huntington, L. I.

The Thirty-fifth Annual Conclave held in the city of Ashe- 
ville, May 12, 1915. 

The first business after the opening was the reception of 
distinguished visitors. R.. E..Sir Edwin G. Staley, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Maryland and the 
representative of the Acting Grand Master of the Grand En- 
campment, was introduced and welcomed by the Grand 
Commander. 

The Committee on Credentials reported all the Grand Officers 
present, eight Past Grand Commanders and the representatives

of sixteen sister Grand Jurisdictions, but we fail to find the 
representative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island among the 
number. . 

Grand Commander Orpheus W. Spencer then delivered his 
annual address, which contains a concise account of the trans- 
actions of his office during the year. His dispensations were 
few and all for constitutional purposes. He reported the Order 
in a very satisfactory condition and the increase in numbers 
encouraging. He stated that the Grand Treasurer had been 
serving the Grand Commandery for twelve years without com- 
pensation and recommended he be paid fifty dollars per year 
for his services. He also recommended that the law requiring 
uniforms should be in some way emphasized by the Grand 
Commandery so that every Sir Knight in the Grand Juris- 
diction would comply by procuring the uniform, as provided by 
_the Constitution. He also stated that in his opinion any mem- 

» ber of the Order who had no uniform could not participate in the 
ceremonies properly and were therefore not lawfully equipped 
Knights. He also stated that from information received he 
was of the opinion there were a great number of Sir Knights 
who had never had the Order of Malta conferred upon fhein 
and in his opinion every Sir Knight should be declared not a 
good standing in his Commandery who had not taken the Order 
of Malta within one year from the time he was dubbed. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts with balance on hand 
$4,239.85; expenditures, $2,441.45. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find the membership 
1,788, a gain for the year of 192. 

A resolution was submitted by Sir Knight A. H. Cobb calling 
attention to the fact that in 1913 the Grand Commandery 
granted a dispensation to Ivanhoe Commandery, No. 8, to 
receive and ballot on twelve companions without laying over 
the required two weeks, and also a dispensation to Cyrene 
Commandery, No. 5, to ballot on a petition at a called conclave 
which petition had been in the hands of the investigating toni 
mittee the required time and had reported thereon, but not 
acted on for lack of quorum at the preceding regular conclave. 
That the Committee on Jurisprudence, after considering the 
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dispensation granted by the Grand Commander, found that 
they were all based on good and satisfactory reasons. Sir Cobb 
called attention to Section 111 of the Constitution of the 
Grand Encampment, which states that no petition can be 
balloted upon in less than two weeks from its presentation, and 
that it did not lie in the power of the Grand Commander of the 
Grand Commandery to issue any dispensation to nullify or 
ect. this section, and that the Grand Com-

Commander. 

All the Grand Officers present with the exception of the 
Grand Commander.

The first was formerly obtained 
through the office of the Grand Recorder, but this has not 
been the practice for the past two or three years. 

“Tt is clearly the intent of the Grand Encampment not to 
permit the use of any rituals except the three issued for the prin- 
cipal officers and the one for the Prelate. In case a Commandery 
has lost a ritual, it is possible to secure another by making a 
proper showing. So it seems to us that the use of these un- 
authorized and inaccurate rituals is unwise and should be 
forbidden. We suggest that some action be taken at this 
Grand Conclave.” 


Regarding solicitation he says: 


“While certain kinds of solicitations are repugnant to us, 
still if our Order is to grow and we are to do this great work 
which our Order contemplates, we must be active. To that end 
we believe there should be in every Commandery a Committee 
on Membership, charged with the duty and responsibility of

presenting the claims of Templarism to every one eligible to 
receive our Orders. We carnestly recommend this to your 
careful consideration.”

The Seventy-third Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Toledo, October 13 and 14, 1915. 

All the Grand Officers present. The first business was an 
address of welcome by R.. E..Sir Barton Smith, Past Grand 
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Commander, on behalf of the Masons and citizens of the city 
of Toledo. 

It having been reported that R.. E..Sir Lee 8. Smith, Acting 
Grand Master, M.-.E..Sir William B. Melish, Past Grand 
Master, V.. E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Senior Warden, 
V-. E-.Sir William L. Sharp, Grand Sword Bearer, and V... Ev. 
Sir George W. Vallery, Grand Warder, all of the Grand En- 
campment, were in waiting in an anteroom, a committee was 
appointed who ushered them into the asylum, and they were 
cordially and fraternally welcomed by R..E..Sir Nelson 
Williams, Grand Commander. 

The Committee on Credentials reported, that besides the 
Grand Officers present, there were twenty Past Grand Com- 
manders and the representatives of the constituent Com- 
manderies in attendance. 

The first business after the appointment of committees was 
the address of Grand Commander Williams. He stated that 
the Grand Commandery was fortunate in having with them on 
this occasion many distinguished visiting fraters, some of whom 
had made great sacrifices of time to be with them.

“But Section 281 of the Statutes of the Grand Encampment 
provides that, except as otherwise provided, a Commandery 
under dispensation has the same rights and powers as 2 Char- 
tered Commandery, and as the Grand Commandery of Ohio 
has no provision in regard to the matter the law of the Grand 

“ncampment must prevail.”

The Twenty-first Annual Conclave, held in Oklahoma City, 
April 21, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present. 

The first business after the opening was the appointment of 
committees, followed by the address of Grand Commander 
Re. E.Sir James A. Scott. He says that the peculiar situation 
has developed that neither the Grand Commandery of Indian 
Territory or Oklahoma Territory ever received a charter, and 
that the Grand Commandery of Oklahoma does not now have 
a charter. He recommends that steps be immediately taken 
to procure a charter for the Grand Commandery of Oklahoma.

The Grand Recorder’s report shows membership 2,644, a net 
gain for the year of 116.

“Resolved, That ten cents per capita be set aside each year 
from the Constituent Commandery returns as a permanent 
Emergency and Educational Fund, and that the R-.

The Twenty-ninth Annual Conclave, held in the city of Port- 
land, September 23, 1915. 

Grand Commandery convened in Masonic Temple, where, 
upon request of the R.*. E...Grand Commander, the officers and 
Drill Team of Washington Commandery, No. 15, of Portland, 
opened the Grand Commandery in full form, receiving and 
welcoming the Grand Commander and his staff through the 
lines. 

Calling the roll all the Grand Officers were found to be 
present, with the exception of the Grand Warder. The Grand 
Commander announced there was also present at this conclave 
Sir Henry Russell Albee, mayor of the city, who being called 
upon addressed Grand Commandery briefly. 

R.. Es.€ir Albert A. Jessup, representative of the M.. E.. 
Grand Master of Knights Templar of the United States, was 
then received and cordially welcomed. R..E..Sir Jessup 
responded to his welcome in a most eloquent manner, his 
response occupying four pages of the Proceedings. 

At the afternoon session the Committee on Credentials 
reported all the Grand Officers present, twelve Past Grand 

, Commanders, and the representatives of twenty-seven sister 
Grand Jtrisdictions, Sir Ralph D. Robinson, representing 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, being among the number. 

R.. E..ir Dillon B. Grant then delivered his address, in 
which he states ‘it was the chivalry of Knighthood that shaped 
and developed the finer sensibilities of the medieval ages and 
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became the forerunner of those sublime influences which are 
the honor and the glory of our present civilization and en- 
lightenment, our gentility, our morality, our justice, and our 
charity.”’ We excerpt the following: 


“May that spirit live on forever! By it our personal obliga- 
tions are quickened and broadened and our mutual rights re- 
spected and defended. To every Sir Knight it is a mentor for 
good and an incentive for civic and fraternal righteousness. To 
every frater it allures him, like a celestial light, to an upward 
and a better life and to the supreme satisfaction of being an 
honest man and a good citizen, ever observing the eternal 
principles of right, of fraternity and humanity.” 


The Grand Commander also stated he had visited thirteen 
of the seventeen Commanderies of the jurisdiction, which 
speaks well for his faithful service. We also quote a peculiar 
request for decision which he was called upon to make. 


“A frater moved into this jurisdiction from the East. After 
being here a year he took out his dimits from his Blue Lodge, 
Chapter, and Commandery from where he formerly lived, and 
placed all of them at the same time with the several bodies for 
affiliation where he now lives in this jurisdiction. Committees 
in each case, on investigation, reported favorably. It so hap- 
pened that the regular Chapter and Commandery meetings came 
before the Blue Lodge regular meeting. The Chapter and 
Commandery elected him to become a member by affiliation; 
then comes the regular Blue Lodge meeting, and this body 
rejected him. Now the question arises whether his election to . 
the Commandery would hold good. I claimed it would so long 
as he made necessary effort to affiliate and keep his standing 
good. 

“Section 189, Statutes of the Grand Encampment, reads as 
follows: ‘Affiliation in Lodge or Chapter is essential to mem- 
bership in a Commandery to the extent that voluntary non- 
affiliation in Lodge or Chapter for six months shall deprive a 
Knight Templar of his membership in the Commandery.’ 

“In this case it was not voluntary nonaffiliation, and as I 
consider, his dimit would hold good so long as he made proper 
effort to affiliate in the Blue Lodge or keep his Grand Lodge 
dues paid up. He was entitled to membership, and so decided.” 
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In concluding his address he pays fitting tribute to the worth 
of Grand Recorder Robinson. 

One of the customs of this Grand Jurisdiction is the report of 
Grand Representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions, and we 
are pleased to note our Grand Representative, Sir Ralph D. 
Robinson, was among the number who made reports. 

From the Grand Treasurer’s report we find that the total 
receipts with balance on hand was $6,138.45; disbursements,

For the life of me I cannot understand why a man 
should want these degrees and, after receiving them, not own 
a uniform. The lack of a uniform detracts not only from the 
beauty of our appearance, but we all know how it detracts from 
the dignity of the Order to have a number of members present 
without uniforms at our conclave. It also deprives the mem- 
bers of many of the pleasures of the Order, such as parades at 
our Annual Conclave, and they are also denied participation 
im many of the solemn duties of the Order, as the burial of our 
Templar dead. When a man petitions the Commandery he 
should be prepared to pay the necessary expenses, and if he does 

‘not do so, takes an undue advantage. I sincerely hope you will 
adopt these resolutions.” } 


He also recommended the granting of a dispensation for a 
new Commandery to be located at Mount Hope, and also re- 
ported he had granted a dispensation to form and open a 
Commandery at Keyser, to be known as Damascus Com- 
mandery. His dispensations were all for constitutional pur- 
poses.

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Commandery, are, in my opinion all that is necessary, as the 
fatigue coat, is not used in conferring degrees of ithe Order and 
appears to be more of a luxury than a necessity. 


Regarding the authority of Commanderies under dispensa- 
tion to receive applications for membership accompanied by 
dimit, he replied as follows: 


“In my opinion a Commandery under dispensation could not 
affiliate members. Later, however, my attention was called to 
an interpretation of this question by Grand Master William B. 
Melish, wherein he says that Commanderies under dispensa- 
tion have a right to affiliate members. See Decision No. 16, 
page 53, Proceedings of 1913. I thereupon rescinded my former 
decision and permitted them to affiliate members, although 
I am still of the opinion they have no right, to do so, Grand 
Master Melish to the contrary notwithstanding, although his 
opinion was confirmed by the Committee on Jurisprudence of 
the Grand Encampment.” 1

The Committee on Templar Jurisprudence, to whom was 
referred the resolution authorizing the Grand Commandery to 
grant dispensation to constituent Commanderies to confer the 
Order upon candidates in Masonic Temples and halls outside 
of its own asylum, but within the jurisdiction of such Com- 
mandery, reported that it was in conflict with paragraph 2 of 
Section 11 of Article III of the Constitution, and recommended 
that it be not adopted. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Charles F. Lamb was 
elected Grand Commander, Sir William W. Perry re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 


Upon learning that V..E..David H. Wright, Past Deputy 
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Grand Commander, the only living charter member of the 
Grand Commandery and a regular attendant for fifty years, 
was unable to be present on account of illness, the Grand Com- 
mandery voted to send him their sincere sympathy and assur- 
ances that he had their prayers for his complete restoration to 
health. The Grand Recorder was instructed to forward him a 
copy of the resolutions. 

The balance of the Proceedings were of a local nature. _ 

The report on Correspondence is by E-.Sir Rodman W. 
Bosworth, who devotes 109 pages to the same. It is a well- 
written, comprehensive report of all the Proceedings. Massa- 
chusetts and: Rhode Island receives courteous review of four 
pages. His remarks are complimentary to your correspondent, 
perhaps more so than he deserves.

The Twenty-ninth Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Casper, March 8, 1916. 

All the Grand Officers present. ; 

The first business after opening was the reception of dis- 
tinguished visitors, who were received and cordially welcomed. 

The Committee on Credentials reported that besides the 
Grand Officers and the representatives of the constituent Com- 
manderies, there were present the Grand Representatives of 
fifteen sister Grand Jurisdictions, but we fail to find the Sir 
Knight representing Massachusetts and Rhode Island among 
the number. : 

The Grand Representatives present were then introduced 
and cordially welcomed by the Grand Commander. ; 

R... E.. Sir Jacob F. Hoop, Grand Commander, then delivered 
his annual address. He pays fitting tribute to the departed 
fraters of his own and’ sister Grand Jurisdictions. He issued 
but one dispensation during the year, for the purpose of ballot- 
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ing upon the petition of Companion Frederick C. Hank, son of 
the Commander of Mt. Lebanon Commandery, U.D., at a 
special communication of said Commandery. Commander 
Hank had expressed a desire to know that his son was a Knight 
Templar before he died, he being then in declining health, over 
eighty years of age, and realizing that he had but a few more 
days to live. Grand Commander Hoop stated that at the 
time he granted the dispensation it did not occur to him it was 
in violation of the Constitution of the Grand Encampment. 
He had in mind only a desire to appease the mind of a worthy 
Sir Knight whose days on earth were of short duration, and 
that it was a mistake of the head and not of the heart, but was 
made in a good cause. He also reported the constituting of 
Malta Commandery, No. 10, at Rock Springs, under their 
charter. He granted a dispensation for a new Commandery 
to be known as Mt. Lebanon Commandery, and that the dis- 
pensation was issued to the petitioners, and on October 15th the 
Commandery was organized and is now working under dis- 
pensation. He also recommended that Grand Commandery 
take action looking toward the preservation and safekeeping of 
the rituals of constituent Commanderies. Also that a suitable 
sum be set aside to defray the expenses of the Grand Com- 
mander in his official visits. That a sum of money be set aside 
to'purchase a jewel for the incoming Grand Commander and a 
committee be appointed to procure the same. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts with balance on hand 
$2,074.07; disbursements, $1,189.25. 

The Grand Recorder’s statistical table shows membership 
718 Sir Knights, a net gain for the year of 33. 

Sir Knight Robert I. Turner was elected Grand Commander, 
R.. E..Sir Adrian J. Parshall re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by R... E.*. 
Sir Adrian J. Parshall, 120 pages of splendid review. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island receives two pages. He says that 
in reporting Massachusetts and Rhode Island he is inclined to 
follow our example relative to comment.

Granp EncampMEnt, 1916 


The Thirty-third Triennial Conclave, held in the city of Los 
Angeles, California, commencing June 20, 1916. 

Among the legislation considered and acted upon by Grand 
Encampment was the following: 


Section 115 of Article XVI of the Constitution was amended 
to read as follows: 

The rule of succession in conferring the Orders shall be as 
follows: 1, Order of the Red Cross; 2, Order of Malta; S 
Order of the Temple. The Order of Malta may be conferre' 
either in full or short form. 

The Rituals are to be revised to conform to the above and 
are to be promulgated on or about January 1, 1917. ; 

Section 73 of Article XV was amended in effect as follows: 
In a city or territory where two or more Commanderies have 
concurrent jurisdiction, the Grand Commandery may Pe 
the consent of all of them for the formation of a new Com: 
mandery. , 

Sections 210, 211, and 212 were amended to permit trend 
Commanderies to determine whether nominations may be 
made at election of officers in either Grand or Suporte 
Bodies. When only one name is in nomination election may be 
by acclamation; otherwise it shall be by ballot. A majority is 
necessary to an election and blank votes are not to be con- 
sidered. : 

Section 223 was amended to provide that a memes of a 
Grand Commandery forfeits all rights of membership during 
any period of nonaftiliation. J ; 

Section 187 was amended to provide as follows: vied aie 

“Tf a Knight wishes to change his membership ae a 
tinuously affiliated, he may file his petition with oe 0) 
mandery in which he desires membership, and with i a oa 
tificate of good standing, under seal from the Recon e ot e 
Commandery of which he is a member, showing that his ae 
have been paid three months in advance, also a written ae ‘hi 
tion to this Commandery for a dimit. If elected to mem! ae! Pp 
in the Commandery petitioned, the Recorder Mere eel 
immediately forward said application for a dimit to ras ue 
Commandery, and when the dimit is received shall file it wit!

the petition and enter the Knight’s name as a member of the 
Commandery petitioned, as of even date with the certificate of 
dimit. If the petitioner be rejected the receipt for dues and 
application shall be returned to him.” 


The proposed amendment to make the Council degrees pre- 
requisite to the Orders of Knighthood were not considered at 
this Triennial, but were deferred until 1919. 

A majority of the committee presented a report on Honorary 
and Official Titles, which was adopted as follows: 


The honorary title “Eminent” applics to “Sir John Doe” 
personally: in his individual capacity, and is to be used only 
by others in speaking to or of him in that capacity. 

The official title “Commander” applies to “Sir John Doe” 
as an officer in his official capacity, is to be used by others only 
in addressing, speaking to or of him in that capacity, and by 
himself only in signing his official documents. 

_ The honorary title “Eminent” honors, compliments, confers 
dignity, eminence, and distinction on the officer or official per- 
sonally, whose name, or a fitting substitute, immediately follows 
it, Such substitute may be “Knight,” “Brother Knight,” 
or the like. 

_ The official title is the designation of the officer or official in 
his official capacity. 

The honorary title “Eminent” and the official title “Com- 
mander” apply to the same individual Knight Templar who is 
the officer or official. 

The attributive adjective “Eminent” specifically qualifies 
and describes him personally in his individual capacity, while 
the 4ppositive noun “Commander” qualifies and describes him 
in his official capacity. 

The official title “Commander” does not, per se, denote or 
describe an “office” or “official station,” but the officer or 
pzicial — the “Commander,” whose name immediately precedes 

The chief purpose and main use of all official titles, as desig- 
nated in the Constitution, is simply that of address and signa- 
ture; they, with nothing else, are the proper forms of address, 
in their official capacities or relations, of all officers from Grand 
Master down to the Warder of the Commandery. When 
engaged in the performance of their official duties they should 
be addressed simply by their official titles without any prefixes 
of any name or nature. The honorary and official titles of an 
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officer should never be combined into one form of address with- 
out his name between them. The honorary title never, under 
any circumstances, applies to, qualifies, or describes the official 
title. This is unmistakably the meaning of the Constitution 
and Statutes of 1910. . 

The Committee on Nomenclature had submitted to it the 
question: ‘Which form of address is the correct one in address- 
ing a Knight Templar or a member of the Order of the Temple 
— Sir John Doe, or Sir Knight John Doe?” The Grand En- 
campment accepted the report of the majority of the committee 
unanimously, that the title “Sir” should never be used with the 
surname, but either with the Christian name or the full name. 
It was also declared to be allowable, in addressing a Knight 
without using his name, or a group or assembly of Knights as 
“Brother Knights.” 

The report of a minority of the committee was adopted by 
the conclave, which declares that the word ‘“demit” is the 
correct form both as a noun and as a verb, to express both the 
resignation of a member from his Commandery and the certi- 
ficate which issues to him. 3 


We are pleased to note that among the appointments of the 
Grand Master was that of R..E..Sir Frank L. Nagle, of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, who was appointed Most 
Eminent Grand Sword Bearer.

CONCLUSION 


In writing the closing paragraphs of this review we are 
conscious of the quict, harmonious, and, we may say, generally 
prosperous condition of the Order. 

No real contention or discord has been apparent in any of the 
reports. The Proceedings, generally, show merely routine work. 

The Order of Christian Knighthood to which we owe alle- 
giance rests upon the foundation of the Christian religion. No 
institution works ideally, and we may not claim that the 
Templar body measures up to the full limit of its principles or 
its possibilities. Its adjustment is not perfect. The environ- 
ment by which it is affected is not altogether favorable; but 
with all its defects and shortcomings it is a mighty force on the 
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side of truth and righteousness. Its career has been wonderful, 
as out of weakness in the beginning it has moved forward to its 
present position of honor and influence. It is more potent in 
numbers and resources at this time than in any previous period 
of its history. It has an effective working organization, a 
beautiful and impressive ritual, wise and noble leaders; and may 
we not add that it has a following of earnest and true men, who, 
as they bear aloft its banners, are together animated by the 
purpose to make the Order a more efficient agent in the service 
of man — for the glory of God! 

So long as Templar asylums are filled by worthy men the 
progress of the Order is assured. 


“The world wants men, large-hearted, manly men: 
Men who will join the chorus and prolong 
The psalm of labor and the song of love. 
The times want heroes: 
Heroes who shall struggle in the solid ranks of truth. 
The age wants scholars: 
Scholars who shall shape the doubtful question of dubious years
